{["Forum on International Affairs" talk: "How About the Present Economic 
Situation in the United States?"] 


[Summary] In the past month or so, most U.S. economists and government 
officials have held that an economic recession has begun in the United 
States. At a press conference held on 17 April this year, U.S. President 
Carter said: "U.S. economic growth has slowed down, and a recession may 
have already begun." 


Take U.S. industrial output for instance, it has dropped month after month 
since last February. Automobile production in April decreased by 30 per- 
cent compared with the average monthly output in the first half of last 
year. Steel, textile and ot*er industrial output all dropped in April. 


"The unemployment rate in May increased to 7.8 percent, with 8.2 million 
people jobless. In May there were 880,000 more jobless people than in 
April. May was the month in which the jobless rate had increased the most 
in the United States in the past 30-odd years. 


"With the reduction in production, commodity sales have increasingly slumped. 
The volume of retail sales in March dropped by 2.8 percent, and it decreased 
by 1.2 percent in April as compared with March. 


"These figures suffice to show that the U.S. economy has entered a reces- 
sion.” 


More and more people now hold that the economic recession in the United 
States is much more serious than previously expected. 


"In the past 2 or 3 years, Carter has announced anti-inflation plans one 
after another and has adopted a series of measures in this regard, such as 
raising bank interest rates and tightening controls over credit, wages and 
prices. However, inflation has not yet been brought ur er control. The 
annual rising rate for prices of consumer goods reached 18 percent in the 
first quarter of this year. Prices have been soaring which has caused dis- 
content among the broad masses of people in the United States. This is 
bound to have a serious bearing on Carter who is running for the presidency."

"RENMIN RIBAO' VIEWS SOVIET AGGRESSION REVEALED BY DIPLOMAT

[Text] Yusev, the Soviet charge d'affaires ad interim in Thailand, was 
invited on 3 June to give a talk at the Foreign Relations Committee of 

the House of Representatives of the Thai Parliament. The Thai Parliament 
Committee put forward two questions: Why did the Soviet Union deploy its 
troops to attack Afghanistan and why did the Soviet Union occupy Afghanis- 
tan? Facing these blunt questions, the Soviet charge d'affaires first made 
use of the thorough v refuted "invitation theory" and indulged in sophistry. 
However, he later unleashed all his ferocity and displayed all his hege- 
monist arrogance. The case was a real eye opener. 


The Soviet official said: "The reason Soviet troops entered Afghanistan 
was to provide the country with protection." He announced complacently 
that "at the invitations of foreign nations," the Soviet Union has sent 
troops to more than a dozen countries and “assisted them in fighting." 
Should other countries "make their requests," "the Soviet Union is willing 
to send troops at anytime to protect them." This charge d'affaires has 
literally made an undisguised pronouncement about the Soviet Union's 
intentions and metnods of its future aggression and expansion. He has 

let people know that so long as there is a “request,” Soviet troops will 
practically go anywhere. However, people all know that creating such 
"requests" is a trick the Soviet Union is very good at. Such unscrupulous 
arrogance by the Soviet diplomat in ignoring the norms of international 
relations and world public opinion has demonstrated that the Soviet Union 
has become eaormously proud of its success after the Afghan incident. 

It has, in fact, regarded sending troops to “protect” other countries as 
its “sacred duties." 


Nevertheless, this Soviet diplomat in Thailand has probably made a con- 
siderable mistake. The big shots in Moscow have recently been doing their 
best to put on a comparatively less fiendish appearance to shift the 
attention of the international community from the Afghan issue. At the 
same time, they have encouraged certain international activities which 














might allow the Soviet Union to extricate itself from its predicament in 
Afghanistan. In other words, what the Kremlin needs now is to wave the 
olive branches more frequently to deceive the people. However, charge 
d'affaires Yusev did not understand these painstaking efforts and talked 

a lot of nonsense at the Thai Parliament. It was undoubtedly a wet blanket 
to the "peace offensive" recently Launched by Moscow. However, it was 
somehow a beneficial lesson to those people who wished to make the Soviet 
Union stop its aggression by means of compromise and concession,

JOURNAL REVIEWS BOOK ON POWER-HOLDERS IN UNITED STATES

[Text] During the past few years, American scholars have written many 
works on the situation of the American ruling circle. "Who's Running 
America? The Carter Years" by Thomas Dye (second edition, 1979) is one 
book that deserves serious attention. The outstanding characteristic of 
this book is that it used a great amount of data on current personalities 
and affairs in its analysis to discuss the situation in the ruling circles 
in America and the composition of the “power elite." It made use of 
original material and is fairly comprehensive in its coverage. It is 
very helpful in understanding the conditions of American politics, 
economics and culture. 


Who Are the Power—holders in America? 


The author believes that high officials in the U.S. Government are only 
part of the "power elite." Numerically, they only make up a very small 
portion. Today, power in the United States is actually concentrated in 
the hands of more than 5,000 individuals, among whom more than 3,500 are 
company presidents and directors, more than 1,500 are high-ranking offi- 
cials in the media and cultural circles and civic organizations; the 
president, secretaries and undersecretaries of various departments, 
prominent members of congress, federal judges, economic advisers and 
other government officials number around 220. These people who constitute 
a small minority of the population of more than 200 million in the whole 
country all faithfully work for the big capitalists. They control all 
aspects of politics, economics and the cultural life of the whole country, 
fully demonstrating the "concentration of power and control in American 
society." 


Why are they so powerful and influential? The author says that basically, 
it is not because of their special personal abilities and talents but 
because of their powerful positions in important "social structures" 
(government offices, corporations banks, communications media, universities, 
foundations and law offices). Many of them simultaneously occupy more than 











one position across sectorial lines, According to statistics, these more 
than 5,000 people control one-half of the total industrial and comercial 
capital in the whole country, one-half of ‘) communications, transporta- 
tion and public utilities, one-half of the k capital, two-thirds of the 
insurance company capital, one-half of the assets of private foundations 
and universities and all major television networks and newspaper chains. 
Federal government expenditures incurred in the areas under their juris- 
diction constitute 21 percent of GNP. Therefore, the author stresses the 
fact that people who have personal wealth might not necessarily be powerful. 
Only when they occupy a high position in the "social structure” can they 
hold power. 


How Does the Power Elite Emerge? 


People might think majority of those in the ruling circles che United 
States today come from the monopoly capitalist class or the super rich. 
This is not necessarily so. Statistics in the book show that among the 
5,000 power-holders, those from the “upper class" and "upper middle class" 
constitute 30 and 60 percent respectively. Among the 3,500 presidents 

and directors of the top 100 corporations, only 10 percent came from super 
rich families. Among the 7 most recent presidents, only Kennedy was really 
rich. A great majority of them started from the bottom and made it to the 
top positions in the social structure. There are several ways to get to the 
position of the "power elite." A great majority of the highest officials 
in big companies and enterprises were promoted from the management ranks. 
Half of the high officials in civil and cultural organizations and founda- 
tions also came from the enterprises. When it comes to high government 
officials, only 16 percent came from enterprises, 56 percent from legal 
circles, 16.7 percent from lower ranking government jobs and those who 

came from educational circles constitute 10.6 percent. This situation 
indicates that the monopoly capitalist class exercise an absolute hold on 
America, so much so that it can continuously select and promote the neces- 
sary reliable persons from other classes, including the president, and make 
them members of its small circle. 


The income of the “power elite” is very high. The highest income of a 
company president in terms of annual salary and dividends from profits 
can reach $800,000. Aside from this, they can also own shares in the 
company and enjoy low interest loans. The annual salary of the U.S. 
President is $200,000. He also has a working allowance of $40,000. 
Department secretaries earn $60,000 a year and members of congress $57,000. 
However, it is not easy to enter this circle. Aside from one's achieve- 
ments and abilities, good luck is also necessary. Take the case of top 
executives in enterprises as an example. Debutts, the energetic and able 
chairman of the Board of American Telephone and Telegraph Company, worked 
for the company for 36 years. Starting from telephone salesman, he held 
22 different positions. He rendered great services to the company during 
the antitrust case and was thus promoted to the position of the chairman 
of the Board of Directors. Executives in big companies compete fiercely 





with each other. Only a very small number finally get to the top. Almost 
all of them are in middle age, white and male. They all had a college 
education and half of them have higher degrees. Very few blacks and woma 
make it to the top. According to 1976 etatistics, there were only 10 or so 
blacks among the 5,000 power-holders, American women constitute 40 percent 
of the total labor force but there were only 11 women among 6,500 top execu- 
tives of more than 1,000 big corporations. Among the 535 members of the two 
houses of congress, there are usually only 10 to 15 women. Patricia Harris, 
a black woman, is a department secretary in the Carter administration. This 
is really an exceptional case. 


Different Types of Power-holders 


The author devotes many pages to descriptions of different types of "power- 
holders."’ This enables the readers to draw inferences from the examples 
given and have an idea of the overall picture. 


For instance, the author refers to Clifford + o was defense secretary in 
the Johnson administration, as a "super lawyce:." Clifford is a well- 

known lawyer in Washington and has had close connections with many monopoly 
enterprises, members of congress and the various administrations since 
Truman. When the Dupont Corporation lost its case in court and had to sell 
a large number of shares in the General Motors Corporation, Clifford was 
able to employ various means to reduce the federal taxes of the Dupont 
Corporation by as much as $500 million. Not only did he exert efforts 
during the Johnson administration to pull America out of the Vietnam War, 
he also helped Lance, a close friend of President Carter and former director 
of the Office of Management and Budget, out of a tight spot at Lance's 
request when Lance was being sued. Although Lance left office, he was able 
to escape legal prosecution. 


The author also called Brzezinski and Kissinger "intellectual power-holders." 
The author gives the following description of Brzezinski: Brzezinski is the 
son of a Polish diplomat who was posted in Canada. After World War II, he 
studied both in Canada and the United States. He graduated from Harvard 
University and is an efficient worker. He has written many articles but 

at first his abilities were overshadowed by Kissinger. During the Johnson 
administration, this academician took a job in the policy planning staff of 
the State Department. Later, he became a professor at Columbia University. 
When Carter campaigned for the presidency in 1976, all his statements on 
foreign policy passed through the hands of Brzezinski. He was subsequently 
appointed as national security adviser to President Carter. The book 
specifically points out that the reason Brzezinski rose to a position of 
power is that he has the backing of the Rockefeller financial group. His 
relationship with David Rockefeller is as close as Kissinger's relationship 
was with Nelson Rockefeller. Other personalities such as big capitalists 
David Rockefeller, Henry Ford II, Senator Edward Kennedy, prominent news- 
paperwoman Katherine Graham and others were also discussed in the book. 














How Are U.S, Policies Made? 


The book's deseription of the policymaking procesa in the United States is 
worthy of attention, The euthor says that the policymaking process is very 
complicated but in many inmetances it can be summarized as followa: the 
direction of new policy resea ch ie firat decided by the foundations (for 
inatance, policy toward the Soviet Union, policy toward China and atrategic 
questions) and they provide funde to the universities and research inati- 
tutes concerned, The government alao allocated funde for further research. 
Later, a draft implementation plan is drawn up by "policy planning 
organizations” (the most important of which are the foreign relations 
association, Brookings Inetitution and Committee of Economic Deve lopment) 
participated in by many personages from business circles, prominent persons 
in the political circle, scholars and experts, Before the drafts are drawn 
up, many personages in government and private circles conduct discussions 

on the findings of universities and other research institutions. A consensus 
is reached, Implementation plans are either submitted directly to the 
government and congress for consideration or revealed through the news media 
to influence public opinion. Finally, government departments plot out the 
details of the policy and implement it after consultation with congress. 


The author believes that "policy planning organizations" have a decisive 
influence on policymaking. Taking the Carter administration as an example, 
policies such as the implementation of the “human rights diplomacy,” 
“nuclear nonproliferation" and alleviating the relations between rich and 
poor countries were all products of policy planning by the Foreign Relations 
Association. The suspension of the production of the B-1 bomber was sug- 
gested by the Brookings Institution. Many aspects of the energy plan were 
proposals made by the Committee on Economic Development. Althougn the 
“powerful people" always have differences of opinion over specific questions, 
they usually hold the same views on basic questions. Thus, there is 
continuity in U.S. policy. 


The Hold of the Monopoly Financial Group on Politics 


During World War II and after, new monopoly financial groups in the western 
and southern part of the United States rapidly rose to prominence. The 
influence of the eastern monopoly financial groups which used to call the 
shots in national politics was relatively weakened. Nixon's election as 
president signalled a new height in the power of the western and southern 
financial groups. On the relative power of various financial groups in 

the United States, western scholars have made different estimates. The 
author of this book contends that the eastern financial groups still occupy 
the “decisive” position in national politics. His principal basis for 
saying this is that enterprises of the eastern financial groups have a very 
strong foundation and there are many talented people from famous universities 
who are under their control. New financial groups in the west and the south 
do not have as much talent as the east and the petroleum, electronics and 
aerospace industries on which they depend are not that stable. Among the 





eastern financial groups (such as Morgan, Dupont, Mellon and Rockefeller) 
the Rockefeller group is still the strongest, These points he makes seem 
to be tairly close to reality, 


The book devotes a whole chapter to an analysis of inside information about 
the “Rockefeller Empire," We pointe out that the financial group still 

owne a huge petroleum enterprise, However, the "key to ite power" has 
shifted co financial circles, The nucleus of thie “empire” ia Chase 
Manhattan Bank and three o her banks and metropolitan inaurance and two other 
insurance companies, These companies alone control 22 percent of national 
banking capital and 26 percent of total insurance capital. These financial 
enterprises also control many industrial enterprises, Due to the fact that 
it has business establishments all over the world, the Rockefeller financial 
group has a "particularly strong interest in foreign affairs." Almost all 
secretaries of state and national security advisers from Dulles, Rusk to 
Kissinger, Vance and Brzezinski came from this group. The head of the 
group, David Rockefeller, is a person who "stands on top of American 
financial and political power." He had a hand in major decisions like 
opening up U.S.-China relations, the Nixon visit to China in 1972 and the 
establishment of the U.S.-European-Japanese Trilateral Commission. He is 
still the chairman of the Foreign Relations Association. 





Behind Political Storms 


Some American echolars are very evasive on the real background of the assassi- 
nation of President Kennedy and the "Watergate Affair." The author Dye is 
very straightforward. He says they are both the result of the competition 

for leadership between old and new financial groups. He points out that the 
assassination of Kennedy was connected with the petroleum group in Texas 

in the southern part of the United States. After the assassination, the 
eastern financial groups started to "distrust the western and southern 
financial groups." The "Watergate Affair" occurred because President Nixon 

and his close aides went too far in siding with the interests of western 

and southern financie groups, thus, they had to be eliminated. 


The author believes that Carter came to power with the strong support from 
the eastern financial groups. He implements policies mainly representing 
the interests of the eastern financial groups. The book says that during 
the spring of 1976, people in the "national power groupings” thought that 
because the government had acquired such a bad reputation and lost popular 
confidence due to the Vietnam War and the "Watergate Affair,” a "new face" 
that seemed unrelated to old politics would have to assume power to enable 
the continuous implementation of basic U.S. policies. Therefore, they 
preferred to support Carter, the governor of the southern state of Georgia, 
who was unknown in the political arena oversupporting already prominent 
personalities like Humphrey and Edward Kennedy. 





The author, Thomas Dye, integrates the viewpoints of different schools and 
does not limit himself to one point of view on the question of basic theory 
about the “power groupings.” However, the author assumes a strong liberal 








point of view. He is more sympathetic to the views of the eastern liberals, 
while he uses unflattering words for weatern and southern conservatives. 
Furthermore, although the author never usea the word “monopoly capital" 

and often defends the present capitalist system in the United States, he 
does admit that the trend toward the merging of big enterprises and govern- 
ment is atill developing. He cites American economist (Giarbulais) in saying 
that: Due to the continuous grewth of a huge and abnormal “technocratic 
atructure” the boundary line between corporate enterprises and government 
has become blurred, In short, the power running America, in the final 
analysis, belonge to monopoly capital, The force dictating the ups and 
downs of the American polirical situation ia the "power elite” centering 

on the personages in monopoly groups. Both the Democratic and Republican 
parties need these people to run the government,

The great wheel of the era continuously leaps ahead. Chinese history also 
advances daily. In the first spring of the 1980's, I was able to cross 
the oceans and return to the motherland. Talking to so many energetic 
young people, I feel extremely excited. Why? Because this is the first 
year of the key decade for building a powerful socialist state. Today, 
my audiences are the future masters of the motherland. On the road of 
hardship of the new long march, you will display your capability. When I 
returned to the motherland, the joy I felt was beyond description when I 
saw that this originally poverty-stricken country could feed one-fourth 
of the world population within a short period of 30 years. Naturally 
compared with the advanced countries, the shortcomings are inevitably 
larger. Although we worry about this, we are not hopeless. Why? Be- 
cause the motherland has put forward the slogan of the four moderniza- 
tions. So long as everyone works hard together, it is believed that 

the hope is bound to become a reality. Some people have said that China 
has a lot of problems. However, China's problems are not here today, but 
will come after 20 years, because the cadres of the older generation are 
still here today. However, after 20 years, they will not all be able to 
work. That means the country will not have any successors. Is this not 
a very strange conclusion? After the smashing of the "gang of four," the 
education system throughout the country is gradually being reformed. The 
students of today are the country's successors after 20 years. How can 
we say that China will not have any successors? Indeed, today's young 
people are fortunate to be born under the Red Banner. However, they 
were unfortunate to be growing up amid chaos. Therefore, some young 
people feel that they were not born at the right time. Other young people 
are not satisfied with the present situation. They complain, accuse, 
satirize and scoff. In particular, some young people think that only 
foreign countries are paradise after watching a few foreign films, 
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reading a few pieces of foreign fiction, interviewing a few foreign travelers 
and listening to a few foreign atories. Some even acoff at their parents, 
saying that they only know how to compare vertically, that te comparing 
with their previous generations, without comparing horizontally, that ie 
comparing with advanced countries, Therefore, some people worry that how 
can this kind of young person shoulder such a difficult task of building 
the motherland? I said to myself quietly: During the era of the "gang of 
four,” not only did the young people feel that they were born at the wrong 
time, some middle-aged older people aleo had the same feeling. Thie turns 
out to be a normal reflection. How can we decide in such a way that our 
country has no successors? Indeed, it is because of thie point that I am 
longing to have an openhearted talk with young people of the motherland, 


What Is the Use of Having More Money’ 


It is possible that some people will think of three things whenever the 
United States is mentioned: First, the United States is an advanced 
country; second, it is a democratic country, and third, it is a well-off 
country. 


This is correct, U.S. industry and science and technology is indeed ad- 
vanced, However, what is the criterion of being advanced? Is it not 

that a country is advanced if ite science, technology and industry is 
prosperous? If a country's social structure disintegrates and breaks, 

is this country advanced no matter how prosperous its industry and science 
and technology is? This is indeed the question which many Americans today 
are asking themselves. 


Regarding democracy, we also want to ask: What is democracy? What is 
the criterion for it? U.S. President Carter keeps talking about human 
rights. Do you think every citizen in the United States enjoys human 
rights? If you will just go to Harlem in New York to take a look, you 
will be able to see thousands upon thousands of Puerto Ricans living in 
inhuman ways; or to (Philmor) in San Francisco and take a look at the 
lives of the Negroes. They are bullied and discriminated against. I 
believe you and I could not stand this. The Negroes are often refused 
when they want to buy houses; when they want to stay in hotels, they are 
also often refused. Schooling for Negro children has become a social 
problem in the United States over a long period. After returning to the 
United States from a visit to China, I remember black human rights leader 
Mrs Juanita Williams mentioned one sentence in her speeches: After I 
had visited new China and received the respect that a person deserves, 

I discovered that I too was a human being. She told me personally: You 
can see from a Negro like myself that I have been living in the United 
States for decades and do not even have the freedom of being a human being. 


Now 1 want to talk about the issue of wealth in this well-off country. 
I want to ask how much money a person should have before he is regarded 
as well-off? Where is the demarcation line between the poor and the rich?

Versonally, L think the amount of money ila not an important factor, It 
ia necessary to see how much goods that the money can buy. This ie then 
a criterion, 


When we returned to the motherland the last time, a guide asked Professor 
Tao Mulian (Li Hulying's husband): Is your annual salary $30,000? 
Professor Tao Mulian told him that it was $33,000, The comrade envied 

that very much and could not wait to find out how to spend so much money. 

I will now use 1 minute to tell you how to spend it: in the United States, 
everyone has to pay tax. The income tax is a progreasive tax: the higher 
the income, the higher the tax. The tax paid to the Federal Government 

on an income of $33,000 is 42 percent, The state government tax is 

ll percent. In addition, it is also necessary to pay 6 percent tax on the 
purchase of everything, with the exception of food (excluding cooked food). 
All these taxes amount to 59 percent. Calculating from 50 percent, only 
half of the $33,000 salary can be received. How do we spend the remaining 
$16,500? I can work this out for you. Professor Tao's rent is $623 a 
month. The total for 12 months is $7,476. Buying the smallest Japanese 
car by installment requires a payment of $158 a month. The total for a year 
is $1,896. Gasoline is very expensive. On a conservative basis, it costs 
$100 a month or $1,200 a year. At a reduced calculation, telephone fees 
for a month are $100 or $1,200 a year. Other expenses including coal, gas, 
electricity and water are also $100 a month or another $1,200 a year. In 
addition, a very important thing is medical insurance. This is because 
medical fees in the United States are most expensive. It costs a person 
staying in a hospital for 3 days to give birth to a baby $888. This does 
not include medical expenses. Therefore, everyone prefers medical in- 
surance. Professor Tao pays $432 of medical insurance fees a year. This 
is only for one person, and not for the whole family. The United States is 
a country very prosperous in the insurance business. There is earthquake 
insurance, fire insurance, theft insurance and personal insurance. All 
this adds up to $4,400 a year. The above expenses added up to $16,500. 

The income falls short of the expenditures. This does not include food, 
clothing, social activities and children's education. Can you tell me 
what is the use of having more money? Professors in the United States 
generally teach in other schools to increase their income. If both the 
husbands and wives work as well as the children, they can just manage to 
live without having debts. However, U.S. law stipulares that the income 
of both the husband and wife must be added together in the tax form. 
Therefore, if both work, the progressive tax is also higher. However, this 
is at least better than having no income. In the United States, it costs 
$55,000 to raise a child until he is 18 years old, not including birth 

and university expenses. Due to the high expenses, many people have 
decided even before they are married not to have children. 


This Is a Challenge 
In 1970, if a student studied in a university in the United States, he had 


to pay $4,000 a year. Half was for school fees, the other half for living 
expenses. Due to raises in commodity prices and inflation, a student in 1979 
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had to pay $4,000 to $10,000 a year before he could atudy in the university. 
Universities in the United States are <ivided into public and private ones. 
Regarding the private universities that I mentioned just now, the state 
universities cost leas. The school fees are about $1,000, However, they 
are only available to students of that state, Students from outside that 
atate have to pay the same school fees as those in private achools., Al- 
though echool fees are high in U.S. universities, many still attend 
universities, University students are common. An ordinary university 
graduate in the United States is not qualified to teach in primary schools. 
If he wants to teach, he has to study 1 more year. In many states, only 
those with masters degrees can teach in primary schools. To teach in 
universities, the minimum requirement is a doctorate. It is very difficult 
for associate professors to become professors. Not only is it necessary 

to have made teaching achievements, but also necessary to have written 
books. Not only is it necessary to have written books before, such books 
must also have contents. 


Since the income of professors is low, their children do not have to pay 
school fees to attend schools. However, they have to work half the time 
and study half the time to settle their living expenses. The parents also 
encourage their children to work. In this way, not only can they increase 
their income, but they can also train them to have the ability to live 
independently. During every weekend, children come to the door of my house 
to say: "Excuse me, do you have anything for me to do at your house?" 
There are also many opportunities to work and study at the schools. For 
example, in the schools, they can be cashiers in the cafes, sell food, help 
collect books in libraries, move books, help reception offices deliver 
letters and so forth. The wages are generally $3 per hour. However, 

there are restrictions. They can only work 10 to 12 hours a week, because 
overwork affects their study. If they want to earn more, they can work 
outside. The heavier the manual labor, the higher the pay. For example, 
transporting sand, moving rocks, helping others carry cargo and painting 
walls can earn $5 to $8 per hour. Since half work and half study has 
become a custom, children from well-off families also work. For example, 
on one occasion, President Kennedy's son walked past 4 shoe shop and was 
very fond of a pair of shoes. He did not ask his father or mother for 
money to buy the shoes. He asked the shoe shop whether they wanted to 
hire a temporary worker. The shoe shop said they wanted to and told him 

to sweep the floor. He kept the money which he earned from sweeping the 
floor and bought that pair of shoes. Another example, before entering 

the university, the only daughter of former President Ford used the summer 
holiday to work for a newspaper as an assistant photographer. After the 
school began, she took up temporary work in a news agency. At that time, 
she was the noble first young lady in the land! At the University of 
Southern California, Professor Tao has a class, called an honor class. 

All the school work of the students in this class is Grade A and above. 
There was a son of an oilfield owner in this class. For 15 months, he never 
asked his parents for a cent. There is a rule in the school: If a student 
never accepts a cent of aid from others for 19 months and if his school 
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results are good, he can apply for a low interest loan from the school, 
Students in the United States can borrow money from the achoola or banka 
to receive education and return it slowly in the future, Some people are 
still paying back the money which they borrowed when they were studying 

in the days as students even though their children have grown up. I asked 
him: Why did you not allow your parents to give you some help? He said: 
No. This is a challenge. Americans are very fond of challenges. This 

ie their characteristic. They challenge difficulties and problems and 
what ordinary people consider to be impossible. This challenge leads them 
to be inventive and creative. (to be continued)

"GUANGMING RIBAO' VIEWS PROGRESS IN U.S. AIRCRAFT INDUSTRY

[Text] The U.S. aviation industry is highly developed. Its development 
has been marked by the following characteristics: 


1. The intense market competition has stimulated innovation in products. 
To maintain their survival and earn the greatest profits, competition among 
capitalist enterprises is very intense. Nearly all the advanced models of 
aircrafts in the United States are champions or beneficiaries of competi- 
tion. They have also developed their respective technology amid competi- 
tion and made continuous innovation in their products. 


The A-10 fighter is an attack plane which can take off and land at short 
distances and has flexible uses and strong anti-personnel power. It was a 
product of market competition. When the U.S. Air Force was considering 
the next generation of fighters in 1967, it put forward the design re- 
quirements and solicited tenders. At that time many aviation corporations 
made their tenders. In 1970, the two prototype planes respectively pro- 
duced by Northrop and Fairchild were selected. After nearly 300 hours of 
appraisals and test flights, the air force finally announced that the A-10 
produced by Faiichild proved to be the champion. A contract was, therefore, 
signed and the plane was put into production. According to analyses, the 
A-10 plane has outstanding functions and strong ability for survival. It 
also has the special features of simple design and new layout. The reason 
that it won the competition is that it has scored unique achievements and 
made definite advancement in technology. 


The Jumbo Boeing 747 passenger plane also survived by sheer luck through 
market competition and was thereby developed in 1965, The Boeing Corpora- 
tion took part in the tender for the development of the C-5A strategic 
transport plane of the U.S. Air Force but failed. However, it made use 
of the manufacturing achievements scored in the course of the tender and, 
basing on an estimation of a continuous increase in the flow of civil 
aviation, developed a large passenger plane. As the corporation had 
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already done a lot of work in the course of the tender, later developments 
were therefore very rapid. After 3 years of trial manufacturing, it success- 
fully manufactured the first prototype plane and secured a certificate for 
its aviation fitness in 1970, The plane was soon put to use by the air- 
lines. At present, the Boeing 747 is the plane with the greatest total 
flight volume in the world, Its potential is still very great and it has 
very good sales. At the same time, the Boeing Corporation is again 
developing an even faster and more advanced passenger jet plane. A new 

and even more intense competition has already begun. 


2. The adoption of new technology has continuously enhanced the functions 
of the products. The aviation industry is a comprehensive industry; only 
by continuously adopting all kinds of new technology in other fields is 

it possible to stimulate great changes in the aviation industry. In the 
United States, the guiding thought of boldly adopting and making compre- 
hensive use of new technology has generated tremendous motive power for 
the development in the aviation industry. 


After World War II, the demand for the major functions of military fighters 
included increasing the speed, enhancing the maneuverability and breaking 
through the sound barrier. The United States boldly adopted new technology. 
It not only made continuous innovations in the design of the structure of 
airplanes and began studying the latest designs in swept-back wings to re- 
duce air resistance, but also made very great breakthroughs in installing 
motive power. A thrust augmentation blast chamber was added to the jet 

of the c.urbojet engine, thus greatly increasing the thrust. In this manner, 
the F-100 "Super Saber" model jet fighter was finally successfully manu- 
factured in 1953. Both its external appearance and motive power installa- 
tions had fundamentally changed the structure and functions of traditional 
aircraft with its speed reaching some 1,300 kilometers per hour. It broke 
the sound barrier for the first time and opened a new era in the history 

of aviation. 


3. The continuous improvement in the management system. To suit the needs 
of development, and after frequent readjustments and changes in the manage- 
ment system, the U.S. aviation industry has currently developed a compara- 
tively reasonable and effective systems management system. 


Before World War II, the management system adopted by most of the U.S. 
corporations was mostly a centralized one. That is, under the president 
there were several vice presidents who each headed a department such as 
production and research and development. Though this system was in very 
good order with clearly demarcated responsibilities, there were relatively 
few links among the different departments. Coordination was difficult and 
there was a lack of flexibility. Later, this kind of centralized leader- 
ship system was changed and divided into different business departments 
according to the types of products or the areas they dealt with. They 
then carried out their independent administration and had their independent 
accounting systems. In this way, they had fully mobilized in an objective 
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sense the enthusiasm of all departments at the higher and lower levels and 
brought about an even greater poseibility in developing production and 
improving technology, However, because of the high degree of independence, 
the various divisions and departments each went their own ways and even 
disputed with one another over trifles. As a matter of fact, the compre- 
hensive nature of the aviation industry requires that there be a definite 
flexibility and coordination in the management of enterprises. In parti- 
cular, in carrying out huge military production, it is even more necessary 
to proceed from the overall situation and carry out planning and coordina- 
tion. For this reason, all the corporations after the war selected senior 
designers from different divisions and departments to form temporary or 
long-term work groups or committees. Their tasks were to carry out general 
planning, coordination and administration. It was called a "planning- 
objective" structure management system. Since this kind of management 
activity often took a certain model or type as the objective, the certain 
model or type was also the objective of production and scientific research. 
In this way, it was possible to put forward relatively quickly the proto- 
type of a new plane and also to quickly organize production. The manage- 
ment system had the advantages of both flexibility and centralization, ease 
of coordination and high efficiency. The Lockheed Corporation was the 
ploneer of this kind of management system. The U-2 high altitude recon- 
naissance plane was successfully designed and manufactured within a very 
short time with this kind of system. 


However, since production has increasingly diversified, the pace of technical 
innovation of products has also become faster and faster. This is particu- 
larly true in launching space projects. At present, there have been even 
more extensive cooperation as well as supracorporation coordination in the 
United States. In this way, the scope of planning will certainly continuously 
expand, with plans very often existing within plans. As a result, there 

will inevitably be close coordination between new and different units. 
Nevertheless, these kinds of new and complicated production relations have 
rendered the flexibility of the above-mentioned management method somewhat 
out of order. Consequently, a unified management system with the partici- 
pation of different and independent units has emerged. This is what is 
commonly known by people as the systems engineering management method. The 
special feature of this management system is that it regards the task or 
engineering project to be executed as a system and, basing on the systems 
concept and proceeding from the overall view, manages and organizes the 

whole task through analyses and problem-solving. It thus effectively insures 
the cost accounting of products and the progress of engineering projects 
while also effecting a reliable guarantee for the stable development of 
technology. In the 1960's, the U.S. National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration first applied this kind of management method in its space 
exploration projects and scored successful achievements. The method was 
later widely publicized. While I was visiting several U.S. corporations, 

the people also frequently introduced to me the advantages of this method. 
They also noted that reform in management systems and methods does not cost 
money and yet can bring about wonderful results. Hence, they have attached 
very great importance to improving management methods.

["Economic Study Notes" by Duan Jin [3008 3160]: "Will the Statue of Keynes 
Be Toppled?"] 


[Text] Renowned U.S. economist Milton Friedman traveled around the world 
not long ago and filmed a television series entitled "Free to Choose." 
Through actual examples in some countries and regions, he publicized his 
monetarist economic theory. Unlike Keynesian theory, which is very 

popular in the West, he advocates allowing free market competition to solve 
economic problems and opposes using increased government spending to 
stimulate the economy. He advocates that monetary policy should be the 
principal measure for regulating the economy and believes that so long as 
the rate of increase in the monetary supply is controlled at 4 or 5 percent, 
it will be possible to eliminate the old problem of inflation. 


Since the great capitalist economic crisis from 1929 to 1933, the United 
States and many Western capitalist countries have continuously adopted the 
inflationary fiscal policy advocate< by Keynes. These countries influence 
the demand for goods and services "ainly through changing the governments’ 
expenditures and tax rates to stimulate production and reduce unemployment. 
Despite the fact that there have been frequent economic "recessions," 
these countries have still achieved very great development in production. 
Keynes has been commended by all capitalist countries as the most out- 
standing economist since Adam Smith. 


However, all these measures seem to be out of order now. In the past 10 years 
or so, the U.S. Government has issued a large quantity of money which has 
far exceeded the production of commodities. This has resulted in sustained 
inflation. The Johnson administration escalated the Vietnam War while 
developing social security scheme called the "war on poverty." As a 
result, during the period from 1965 to 1969, financial deficits reached 
$42.5 billion, and the rate of inflat ton jumped from 2.1 percent to 6 per- 
cent. Later, the Nixon administration reduced government spending, con- 
trolled the growth of the monetary supply and froze all wages and prices. 
However, the rate of inflation in 1974 rose to 31.4 percent, and the rate 
of unemployment in 1975 reached 9 percent. As a result of this, the Ford

and Carter administrations were forced to continue to carry out the in- 
flationary economic policy; and the rate of inflation grew to over 

18 percent, In addition, inflation and economic stagnation have occurred 
at the same time, 


Keynes’ old prescription has failed to cure the chronic illness of capital- 
iam and some new schools of economics have emerged as the times require. 
They have come forward to oppose and amend Keynesian theory. Apart from 
the monetarist achool, a number of economistea who called themselves the 
"elastic school" have emerged in the United States. Their preacriptions 
for saving the U.S. economy are mainly: 


1, Balance the federal budget and reduce government expenditures, especial- 
ly expenditures on “social security.” 2. Stimulate production and increase 
supply. The taxation policy should encourage savings and investment and 
check consumption, The method is to abolish income taxes and levy a con- 
sumption tax inetead, and eliminate interest and capital gains taxes. 

3, Relax those administrative regulations which are detrimental to produc- 
tion. 4, Maintain a low rate of increase in the monetary supply for a long 
time, 


Apart from the elastic school, there is still a small branch school repre- 
sented by Professor Robert Lucas of the University of Chicago--the 
“reasonable anticipation school." People of this school believe that the 
government has broken its promise and guarantee to the people regarding 

the curbing of inflation, and the people have anticipated the long-term 
existence of inflation. The psychology of “buy early and spend quick" 

has resulted in panic purchasing by consumers. Hence this school advocates 
that the government should adopt a stabilizing policy, win the trust of 

the people and eliminate the fear of inflation. 


In recent years, the U.S. Government has attached more and more importance 
to the views of the new economic schools. Federal Reserve Board Chairman 
Volcker proposed the tightening of monetary policy and greatiy increasing 
the interest rate. As a result, the U.S. economy is facing a "recession." 
On the other hand, the voice in congress calling for a reduction in capital 
gains tax, profit tax, personal income tax and bank interest tax (to promote 
investment have gathered strength daily. The new schools have also won 
approval in Europe. The French Government has instructed its state enter- 
prises to rely less on state subsidies; and the British conservative govern- 
ment has also made a drastic cut in government expenditures, raised the 
lending rates, reduced income tax and increased sales tax. 


However, the United States is still beset with difficulties in fully imple- 
menting the views of the new schools. First of all, cutting down expenses 
and balancing the budget pose a big problem. With imminent Soviet military 
threats, there is a tendency to increase national defense expenditures. 

On the other hand, a drastic cut in the social security scheme is also 
opposed by the people and arouses the dissatisfaction of those big 





corporations which have their iuteresta at atake because large quantities 
of goods have been ordered from them, Moreover, a reduction in capital 
gaine tax and an increase in sales tax will arouse the opposition of 
consumers; and a tightening economic policy will increase unemployment 
and cause social unrest, 


It seems that there ie atill no effective medicine which will cure the 
chronic disease of capitaliem; and it is difficult to topple the statue of 
Keynes at this time, As a matter of fact, the U.S. newspapers and magazines 
have pointed out that when economic "recession" gets serious, it is still 
possible that the Carter administration will adopt the method of increasing 
government expenditures to stimulate economic activities.

[Text] The bourgeois election system was gradually established amid 
protracted struggles with the feudal autocratic system. Although the 
victory of the bourgeois revolution laid the foundation for the estab- 
lishment of the bourgeois election system, over a long period after 

the victory of the revolution, there were frequent vigorous struggles 
with the remnant feudal forces. Only after all the struggles were 

they able to establish their election system. For example in England, 
the so-called "glorious revolution" in 1688 was basically a transition 
from feudalism to capitalism. However, until the middle of the 

19th century, parliament was still controlled by large landowner aristo- 
crats, and the industrial and commercial bourgeoisie did not enjoy great 
power in parliament. In 1832, parliament was forced to pase the election 
reform bill, relax the restrictions on election qualification and expand 
the bourgeois election scope. Engels pointed out: This was the victory 
of "the entire bourgeoisie over the landowner aristocrats." However, 

the reform did not end the dominant position of the landowner aristocrats 
in the House of Commons. Representation in most of the election districts 
was still controlled by the big landlords. In 1867, since the progressive 
bourgeoisie and all the people demanded enlarging the election scope, 
parliament was forced to pass the second election reform bill, which 
enlarged the franchise in the cities, and initially changed the situation 
in which landowner aristocrats controlled the House of Commons. After 
that there were many reforms, making the bourgeois election system per- 
fect. In France, similar struggles were even more notable. Over a very 
long period after the 1978 [as printed] revolution, there were frequent 
political changes, with the republic one moment and restoration of the 
royal court the next. They even practiced inherited monarchy. Only with 
the establishment of the third republic in 1875. did the French bourgeois 
republic (including the election system) become basically stable. 
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The bourgeoisie proposed the principle of general, equal, direct and 
secret ballot, set up a series of systema such as election campaigna 

broke the atrict class principles of feudaliam and abolished feudal 
privilege, so that more people could take part in social and political 
activities, The bourgeois election system is similar to other democratic 
systema; it was once a etrong weapon for fighting the feudal autocratic 
system and developing capitalism. As capitaliam developed, it played 

an important role in the readjustment of internal relations in the 
bourgeoisie and consolidating the capitalist sayatem., At the same time, 

it provided objective conditions for the working class and the develop- 
ment of the worker movement, As Lenin pointed out: “From the point of 
view of world social developwent, bourgeois republicanism, parliament 

and the general election system represent great progress. When man enters 
capitalist society, there is only capitalism. Because of the development 
of urban culture, the oppressed proletariat were then able to clearly 
recognize their position, whip up the world worker movement, and establish 
a party which included thousands and millions of workers, a socialist party 
consciously leading the masses to struggle. If there was no parliamentary 
and election system, the working class would not have attained this 
development ." 


However, under the capitalist system, general election is only a democratic 
right which protects capitalism, and a tool for exercising capitalist rule. 
If we say that under slave system and feudal society, the rights of 
franchise were mainly characterized by class and privileges, under the 
capitalist system, the rights of franchise are then mainly characterized 
by property and money. For example the first constitution issued by France 
in 1791 was based on property and the amount of direct tax paid. The 
people were divided into "active citizens" who possessed the right to vote 
and “passive citizens" who did not possess that right. In the first 
British election reform of 1832, it also stated that only people with a 
certain amount of property had the right to vote. In other electoral laws, 
it was stated that people owning several residences and businesses coulc 

at the same time vote at the various places of their residences and busi- 
nesses. This is the so-called double-vote system. Other capitalist 
countries are more or less similar. As capitalism developed, in parti- 
cular following the upsurge of the worker movement, most capitalist 
countries have gradually cancelled or relaxed the qualifications of 
election--the property restrictions and other restrictions. However, this 
does not mean that property and money are no longer of influence. There 

is only a change in the form of expression. At present, many capitalist 
countries practice the election deposit system. This means that a candi- 
date must first pay a deposit when he registers for campaign. After the 
campaign result is known, the deposit will be forfeited if the votes for 
him do not meet the number required by law. For example in England 

every candidate House of Commons member has to pay a deposit of 150 pounds. 
If the votes for him are less than one-eighth of all votes cast in the 
election district, the deposit will be confiscated by the state. In 

France every candidate member of parliament has to pay 1,000 francs 
(candidates for president pay 10,000 francs). If the total votes are less 
than 5 percent in the first round election, the deposit will be confiscated. 
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in Japan there are similar rules for election of members of parliament, 
In capitalist countries, campaign expenses are amazing. According to 
atatistics, the United States apent §250 million on the mid-term campaign 
in 1978, Senator Homes alone spent $6.5 million on his campaign, equiva- 
lent to the total annual income of several hundred ordinary worker 
families. In 1978, in the French legislative election, the average 
campaign expenses per candidate wae about 132,000 france. Britain apent 
750,000 pounds on ite 1979 campaign. In capitalist countries if you 
want to take part in campaign activities, besides the deposit and 
campaign fees, there are reatrictions on cultural etandard and social 
atatus. All these conditions added together not only deprive the common 
laborers of their rights to etand for parliament, but also limit progres~- 
sive parties that lack economic conditions from joining a campaign. This 
makes things very convenient for parties supported by monopoly capital 

to control the election. In this case, most people will lose the chance 
to participate in managing the country. In fact, elections in capitalist 
countries are all won by capitalists and their agents.

[Excerpts] The political wind is blowing in mainland China again. 


The all-army political work conference was held early last month. This 
kind of conference has not been held for more than 2 years since May- 
June 1979. Hua Guofeng attended this conference in his capacity as 
chairman of the CCP Military Commission. He also made an important 


speech. 


Reiterating the Slogan of ‘Promoting Proletarian Ideology and Eliminating 
Bourgeois Ideology’ 


In his speech, Hua Guofeng reiterated that political work is still the 
lifeblood of economic work and in the work of the army during the new 
historical period of the four modernizations. He demanded that the army 
strengthen education on “promoting proletarian ideology and eliminating 
bourgeois ideology” and set a good example in changing social tendencies. 
In his report, Wei Guoqing, director of the General Political Department, 
conveyed to the army the speech on strengthening ideological work which 
Deng Xiaoping made at a recent conference. He asked all the military 
and political personnel in the army to do political work. 


"Promoting proletarian ideology and eliminating bourgeois ideology" was a 
fashionable slogan during the Cultural Revolution. However, since the 
downfall of the “gang of four," it has seldom been used. This slogan has 
not appeared in writing since the all-army political work conference 
which proposed to "fight a fine battle to promote proletarian ideology and 
eliminate bourgeois ideology" in 1978. 


Debate Over the Slogan of ‘Promoting Proletarian Ideology and Eliminating 
Bourgeois Ideology' 


Since last June, people in the Chinese philosophical circles have raised 
doubts and points for discussion. Those who oppose this slogan give five 
reasons: 
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Firat, during the socialist period, and particularly in China today, we 
should pay more attention to the influence of feudal ideology. 


Second, part of the bourgeois heritage has made constructive contributions 
toward mankind, Therefore, it would be inappropriate to “eliminate” it. 


Third, the current work focus in China is economic construction, The thesis 
of “promoting proletarian ideology and eliminating bourgeois ideology" 

will give people the impression that class struggle is still the main 
contradiction and "class struggle is still taken as the key link." 


Fourth, ideological problems should be solved by means of pursuasion rather 
than "eliminated" by means of suppression. 


Fifth, Lin Biao and the "gang of four" used this slogan as a trap. They 
tried to “eliminate” everything they wanted by saying that it was "bourgeois." 
This resulted in a large number of literary inquisitions. 


HONGQI, an official publication of the CCP Central Committee, published an 
article by Zhen Li this April. It said that an important task in political 
work wos to "promote proletarian ideology and eliminate bourgeois ideology." 
This was the first time that the CCP mouthpiece stated its support for this 
slogan after a debate. 


New Interpretations of the Old Slogan 


At the all-army political work conference, Hua Guofeng explained this slogan. 
According to him, “promoting proletarian ideology and eliminating bourgeois 
ideology" means doing a good job of ideological education so that the 
proletarian ideological position will be strengthened and expanded while 

the influence of bourgeois and feudal ideologies will be reduced. 

Communists must promote proletarian ideology and use Marxism-Leninism 

Mao Zedong Thought to overcome the ideologies of the bourgeoisie and all 
exploiting classes. 


Background on the Reiteration of Stress on Politics and Ideology 
Why is political and ideological work stressed again? 


Undoubtedly, China for the past 3 years has never openly said that it would 
slacken its political work. However, judging from the practical results, 
it has done so. There are many reasons for this. Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four" called for “putting politics in command” during the 10 years 

of the Cultural Revolution. As a result, the economy was on the brink of 
collapse and the people became poorer and poorer. The unstable political 
situation has made people think that politics is nothing but a tool used 
by careerists to scramble for power and personal gain. When the "gang 

of four" were overthrown, the Cultural Revoiution was ended and the 3d plenum 
of the llth Party Central Committee shifted the work focus to economic 
construction and stressed that we should do things according to the 
economic law, many people either consciously or unconsciously cast politi- 
cal work aside. They began to use more material incentives. 
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Overemphasizing material incentives has produced side-effects in some places 
in China. Some cadres think that bonuses are omnipotent. They have indis- 
criminately issued bonuses without regard to whether or not the tasks have 
been accomplished, China spent 5 billion yuan on bonuses last year, two- 
thirds of which were issued unnecessarily, Deng Xiaoping once sighed 

with regret that if the unnecessary bonuses had been used on capital con- 
struction, many projects would not have been scaled down. If they had 

been used on salary increases, workers would have had higher salaries 

this year, 


Therefore, while reiterating that "political work is still the lifeblood 
of economic work," Hua Guofeng pointed out that we are still in the 
socialist period and should continue to implement the principle of from 
each according to his ability and to each according to his work. While 

we must pay attention to the positive role played by material rewards, 

we should also integrate material rewards with spiritual rewards. When 
we give out material rewards, we should neither neglect spiritual rewards 
nor political and ideological work. Good results will not be achieved 

if we put undue emphasis on economic methods and material rewards instead 
of raising the ideological consciousness of the people and doing a good 
job of political work. Hua Guofeng also said that since China has a large 
population, inadequate material supplies and many problems and difficulties, 
we must attach greater importance to political and ideological work. 


There is truth in Hua Guofeng's opinion. China has a large population and 
its economy has not been developed. If China only pays attention to im- 
proving the people's living standard and to material rewards without taking 
our economic conditions into consideration and without advocating the spirit 
of dedication, the country will collapse. 


Resist the Harmful Influence of the West 


There is a current ideological trend in the army and in society which 
questions "the leadership of the CCP." "Liberalists" and “people holding 
differing political views" have also appeared. Through various methods, 
they negate and oppose the four basic principles, incite anarchism and 
propagate bourgeois liberalization. Therefore, the CCP is again stressing 
political work. One of its purposes is to resist this ideological trend. 
At the all-army political work conference, Wei Guoqing, director of the 
General Political Department, pointed out that the ultimate aim of re- 
establishing the functions of the political organs and stressing the 
importance of political work is to restore and raise the party's fighting 
capability. 


As the CCP has more contacts with foreign countries, some Western unhealthy 
tendencies have affected China. To deal with these unhealthy tendencies, 
China has adopted some measures. Hit songs have been criticized, Guangzhou 
residents have been forbidden to watch Hong Kong television programs, 
people have been encouraged by the General Political Department to sing 
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revolutionary songs and tens of books have been recommended, The reitera- 
tion of the stress on political and ideological work has shown that a new 
campaign has been started to criticize and boycott unhealthy foreign 
tendencies. 


The "political wind" in China is related to the world situation. Nie 
Rongzhen, vice chairman of the CCP Military Commission, said that the 
world is still in a very tense state and there are wars in many places. 
The Chinese Communist Army and Party members at all levels must strengthen 
political work so that they can stand the severe tests of modern wars. 


We can say that the CCP has appropriately and timely reiterated its stress 
on political work. This is important in improving the trends in society 
and promoting the four modernizations. 


The problem is the way we should strengthen political work. The previous 
obscurantist policy and theoretical preaching should be done away with. 
We must work according to the people's mental state which has been 
confused for 10 years.

EXCERPTS OF LIAONING FIRST SECRETARY'S SPEECH ON INTELLECTUALS

[Text] Today's LIAONING RIBAO carries the text of Comrade Ren Zhongyi's 
important speech at the provincial work conference on the policy toward 
intellectuals. The speech consists of four parts, excerpts of which 
follow. 


With regard to making continued efforts to understand the question of 
intellectuals, Comrade Ren Zhongyi pointed out: A significant achievement 
of the present conference is that we have further clarified, through a 
serious analysis, certain confused ideas about the question of intellectuals. 
This is of vital importance to our successful implementation of the party's 
policy toward intellectuals. Only when leading cadres at all levels 
genuinely understand our party's theory, line and policy on intellectuals, 
will it be possible to guarantee the implementation of the intellectual 
policy and to give full play to the immense role of intellectuals in 
socialist modernization. 


Touching on the selection and training of talented persons, Comrade 

Ren Zhongyi said: The task of selecting and training talented persons is 
an urgent project of the four modernizations as well as a matter of vital 
and lasting importance. A comparison between the developed area and the 
backward area reveals that differences exist between their products, tech- 
nical levels and financial conditions. Although there are many reasons 
for this, one of the most fundamental reasons lies in the question of 
using talented persons. Unless this question is solved, available capital 
funds may be wasted, machines and equipment may break down, and it will 
still be impossible to develop the economy. Fast development of the 
economy requires talented persons, who are even more important than funds 


and equipment. 


The problem at present is not that talented persons are lacking but rather 
that many talented persons have not yet been fully used. There are still 
a number of ideological obstacles to the promotion of talented persons 
through unconventional means, especially the promotion of those persons 
who have genuine ability and learning but who are not yet known to the 
public. These ideological obstacles must be removed. 
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One obatacie is the theory that clase origin decides everything. Under 
the influence of this theory, some comrades only look at an individual's 
clase origin, family background and social connections inatead of his real 
ability and learning, There are alee some comrades who counterpose an 
individual's political integrity againat his ability, holding that only to 
pay attention to one's ability is to ignore the importance of hie political 
integrity. Uniess this problem is solved, nobody will dare to utilize 
talented persons, We should utilize those who unewervingly carry out the 
party's line, adhere to the socialist road and have genuine ability and 
learning whether or not their clase origin and family background are good 
and whether or not they are party members, 


The second ideological obstacle lies in judging an individual by his 
seniority. At present, thie is a big obetacle to the discovery and selec- 
tion of talented persons. In selecting talented persons, it is very 
important not to use only one criterion, In general, an individual's 
seniority and educational background reflect the level of his ability 

and learning. It is necessary to consider the factors of seniority and 
educational background when selecting talented persons. However, we 
should not use seniority and educational background as the only criteria, 
nor as the main criteria. If we do, we will block the avenues for select~- 
ing talented persons. In selecting talented persons, we should neither 
yield to the force of habit of judging people by seniority nor be overly 
concerned with whether our action is acceptable to conservative-minded 
people. We must take every step to break through the confines of judging 
people by seniority only, so as to clear the way for the growth of a large 
number of talented persons. 


The third obstacle is demanding perfection. Some people are essentially 
qualified in both political integrity and ability but are blamed for some 
trifling mistakes and thus cannot be selected. There is no perfect person 
in the world, and nobody is faultless. In judging an individual, we should 
look at his essential qualities rather than demand that he should be 
absolutely free of faults. 


The fourth is being jealous of others’ ability. Some people are not doing 
very well in their own jobs and, at the same time, do not want others to 
be outstanding. Their intention is to keep everyone at the same level and 
to prevent anyone from being distinguished. They envy whoever is promoted 
because of outstanding work. Leading comrades are requested to do ideo- 
logical work patiently and meticulously to solve the problem of a few 
people who despise and who are jealous of others’ ability. In particular, 
they should not be affected by what these few people are doing. That is, 
in no way should we change our determination to select talented persons 
simply because what we are doing is disagreeable to a few people. 


Comrade Ren Zhongyi stressed the necessity to further strengthen the 

ideological-political work among the intellectuals. He said: For many 
years, criticism was put to the fore in dealing with the intellectuals. 
This seriously damaged their initiative. Now we place emphasis on the 
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need to respect and cherish the intellectuals, This ia absolutely necea- 
gary, However, to reapect them does not mean to just say some fine words 
about them, The more we cherish them, the leas we should relax our 
ideological=political work among them, Party organizations should encourage 
and lead the intellectuals to study Marxism-Leniniam-Mao Zedong Thought, 
conduct earnest education to enable them to uphold the four basic principles 
and promptly organize them to study the party's principles and policies. 
Party organizations should pay attention to the mistaken ideas and un- 
healthy phenomena among a few people and give them education immediately. 
While educating the masses to respect the professional experts, party 
organizations should also educate the professional experts to respect the 
meses and to humbly learn from the workers. In addition, party organiza- 
tions at all levels should do a good job in choosing some comrades from 

the intellectuals and admit them into the party. 


Speaking of earnestly solving the actual problems in the intellectuals’ 
everyday life, Comrade Ren Zhongyi said: Comrade Li Huang's report has 
made some proposale for improving the everyday life of the intellectuals. 
All localities are requested to earnestly put them into practice. I would 
hot repeat them here, but would like to say a few more things: 


1, Party committees at all levels should themselves have confidence in 
solving the difficulties and should let the broad masses of intellectuals 
have confidence in doing so. The present shortcomings in the people's 
everyday life are a result of what happened during a long period of time, 
especially during the 10 years of sabotage caused by Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four." It takes time to solve these shortcomings. The basic solution 
is to speed up the deve.opmont of production. Together with the workers 
and peasants, the intellectuals throughout the province should continue to 
display the spirit of hard struggle and plain living, surmount every 
current difficulty, work with one heart and one mind to accelerate the 
program of the four modernizations, and solve the problems in their 
everyday life step by step on the basis of developing production. 


2. Party committees at all levels should take a positive attitude to solve 
the actual problems that the intellectuals encounter in their everyday life. 
They should net take a passive wait-and-see attitude because of temporary 
difficulties. If one method cannot solve the problems, they should devise 
several methods. They should not merely rely on state support but should 
mobilize all positive factors and arouse all of the masses to pool their 
wisdom and efforts to solve as many problems as possible. 


3. Steps should be taken to change those unreasonable regulations which 
hamper the intellectuals from fully playing their role. Some policies 
cannot be changed by us because they are not local policies. What we can 
do is let the state know our problems and make suggestions to the state. 
As for those problems which we have the power to solve locally, we should 
not wait but should take active steps to correct them on the basis of 
earnest investigation and study.

(Liu Huanxin), who then served as the party committee 
secretary of (Fujia) commune, did not pass up this opportunity to carry 
on the so-called class struggle in the sphere of marriage and cruelly 
persecuted the young couple on the pretext that the young man was not 
entitled to have an affair with the young woman because the young man's 
father was a counterrevolutionary. He ordered the people's security 
group [ren bao zu] to handle this live affair of a young couple as a 
special case, forced the young man to work in a brick plant under super- 
vision and forced the young woman to give her baby to someone else. in 
order to fight for their right to love, the young couple went to Beijing 
to lodge an appeal, only to be forced to return at gunpoint by someone sent 
by (Liu Haunxin). After they were escorted back, (Liu) personally beat up 
the young man and ordered him to admit his guilt.

SHANGHAI ISSUES GUIDELINES ON PROMOTION OF STAFF, WORKERS

[Excerpts] According to JIEFANG RIBAO, the Shanghai Municipal CCP Committee 
and the municipal people's government held a meeting in the afternoon of 

18 June for the responsible members of various departments, committees and 
offices concerned to discuss progress in the promotion of staff and workers 
of first-category unite in Shanghai. The meeting affirmed the generally 
successful, healthy and normal work done some time ago and put forward 

the following three requirements to be noted in the promotion of staff 

and workers: 


First, party committees at all levels must now regard the promotion of 
staff and workers as a very important task. They must strengthen their 
leadership over weak links and promptly solve whatever problems arise as 
soon as they appear. In future, comrades who are responsible for the 
promotion of staff and workers of various districts, counties, bureaus 
and companies must go all out to take personal charge of the work at 
selected units so that they will have the overall situation in minds and 
the exemplary cases in hand as well as the direct experience needed in 
guiding promotion work. They should never be only nominally in charge 
but should really involve themselves in the actual task. 


They should set up competent work groups in which each worker has specific 
responsibility either in taking charge of ideological and political work 
or of the execution of policy. They must strengthen their leadership 
over basic-level units, guard against interference from factionalism and 
particularly keep factionalist elements from taking charge of promotion 
work of joining the group in charge of promotion work. 


Second, all units must insure the quality of promotion work and should 
not work hastily for quick results. The work of promoting staff and 
workers in Shanghai must be carried out by groups and by stages according 
to plan. There must be an order of priority as well as a method to be 
followed. Promotion work should never be rushed. At basic-level units, 
it should include these five stages: preparation, mobilization and 
education, study of policies, assessment and evaluation, and reaching a 
conclusion. 
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Third, various districts, counties, bureaus and companies must properly 
train their basic-level cadres and help them combat fear, heighten their 
sense of responsibility, unify their thinking on policies and increase 
their understanding of relevant policies. They must help the basic-level

[Text] Lhasa, 19 Jun--The circular says: In the course of socialist 
transformation of agriculture and animal husbandry in Xizang in 1970, 
owing to the interference of the ultraleft line of Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four," methods, in disregard of Xizang's social realities, were 
mechanically applied. As a result, the designation of rich peasants 
(herdsmen) was erroneously put into effect in the agricultural and 
pastoral areas labeling some of the well-to-do peasants (herdsmen) as 
rich peasants and rich herdsmen. Although the designation was removed 
from the great majority of rich peasants and rich herdsmen in 1979, their 
class status has remained unchanged and a handful of people still carry 
the rich peasant and rich herdsman labels even today. 


The circular points out: The old Xizang, before democratic reform, was a 
feudal society of serfdom in which neither a rich peasant economy nor a 
rich peasant class existed. For this reason, it is wrong both in theory 
and in fact to apply the designation of rich peasants (herdsmen) in Xizang 
in the same way it was applied to other places in the interior. 


The circular declares: The Xizang Autonomous Regional CCP Committee has 
decided that all those who were classified as rich peasants or rich 
herdsmen or those whose class status were changed from well-to-do serf 
owners to feudal lords, herd owners or agents during the socialist trans- 
formation of agriculture and animal husbandry will all be correctly desig- 
nated and restored to their original class status. Those who were labeled 
rich peasants (herdsmen) or reactionary rich peasants (herdsmen) will be 
rehabilitated without exception.

Tenure System Is an Ancient System" for the reprinted part of the article. 
Text of the reprinted part follows: 


The “lifetime tenure system" is a very ancient system. After mankind has 
entered the class society and established the state, two systems, which 
have enjoyed a long history, have remained: one is the social economic 
system of “private ownership," and the other is the state political 
system of lifetime tenure. 


The lifetime tenure system of the head of state became a system as early 
as in the period of the dictatorship of the slave-owners. The heads of 
state of ancient Egypt, Babylon, Pcrsia, India and China all held lifetime 
tenure. Of course, there were exceptions. The heads of state of the Roman 
Republic between late 600 BC and 100 BC were two consuls who were elected 
annually to serve l-year terms. 


From the historical point of view, under the system of private ownership, 
the “lifetime tenure system" for the head of state was closely related 

to the monarchy system. We can say that almost all the monarchical states 
in history have adopted the "lifetime tenure system," whereas under the 
republic system the establishment of the "lifetime tenure system" is often 
the forerunner of the revival of the monarchical system; as long as the 
term of office of the head of state is not limited, the republic system 
will mutate into the monarchical system. During the latter part of the 
Roman Republic, those military leaders brought up in civil wars went all 
out to abolish the system of the republic period that set stringent 
restrictions on the tenure of office. They first announced one extension 
after another of their tenure of office, and finally they declared lifetime 
tenure for themselves. Following the establishment of the "lifetime tenure 
system," the Roman Republic eventually became the Roman Empire by late 

let century BC. 
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In addition to ancient Rome, there are the examples of Napoleon Louis 
Bonaparte in modern French history and China's Yuan Shikai after the 
1911 revolution, who also enthroned themselves through extending their 
tenure of office, declaring their lifetime tenure and finally deatroying 
the republic system, Like the monarchical syetem, the “lifetime tenure 
syetem" is [a] system to be gradually antiquated in the course of hie- 
torical development. 


Abolition of the "lifetime tenure system" as a estate political system is 
an important transformacion in the development of human history. Many 
countries accomplished this transformation during or shortly after the 
revolution against the bourgeoisie. The terms of office for the heads 

of state vary from country to country. In Switzerland, the president of 
the Federal Assembly, ite supreme administrative organ, serves only a 
l-year term. The term of office of the president of the United States 

is 4 years and that of France as long as 7 years. Although Britain is 
nominally a monarchy, the "lifetime tenure system" exists in name only 
because the highest state power is not in the hands of the lifetime 
monarch but of the parliament, cabinet and the prime minister, which 
serve 5-year terms. With the abolition of the "lifetime tenure system" 
of the supreme power holders, the bourgeoisie has effectively forestalled 
the revival of autocracy. However, in these countries, the system of 
private ownership, which has a history just as long as the "lifetime 
tenure system," has not been affected and has continued to exist in 

the form of a capitalist system of private ownership. No matter how the 
bourgeoisie sets the terms of office for its presidents and prime 
ministers and no matter what sort of political system (such as the cabinet 
and presidential systems) they have adopted, the abolition of the "lifetime 
tenure system" cannot alter the nature of bourgeois dictatorship, because 
the capitalist system of private ownership still exists.

SUCCESSES IN MILITIA WORK DESCRIBED 
Leader Hones His Skills

[Text] Yang Guozhong [2799 0948 1813], head of the people's armed forces 
department of Cotton Mill No 5, has diligently studied military skills.

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Production Improvement, Training Work

[Text] Whenever people mention the militia company of a transformer plant 
in Tanggu District, they always praise the militiamen as pathbreakers in 
production and pacesetters in training. Recently, in citing their ad- 
vanced deeds, the Tianjin Garrison Command awarded this militia company 

a collective meritorious service citation, second class. 


In accordance with its different periods of production tasks, the militia 
company has often organized "dagger squads" and "shock brigades" to carry 
out mass campaigns. Last year, because of such objective reasons as re- 
Organizing the enterprise and a shortage of materials, the production 

task for November was pushed into December. In view of the situation, the 
militia company, as if going to war, first convened meetings to assign 
tasks to militiamen, discuss demands and launch production emulation 
drives. Some militiamen worked extra shifts, sacrificing their holidays 
and some worked two shifts as one without letting up. Under the joint 
efforts of the militiamen and staff members and workers, the production 
task of 20,000 kilo-volt-ampere was finally fulfilled a day ahead of 
schedule, setting a record for the plant. The militia company has also 
paid attention to mobilizing the militiamen to contribute their wisdom and 
talents, actively improve production equipment and raise product qualities 
and production efficiency for the sake of the four modernizations. In the 
past, the winding drums and oil tubings used by the winding team group 
relied entirely on hand operations, and while they required a high degree 
of labor intensity, work efficiency was low. Moreover, the hands of the 
workers often got red and blistered from the friction. In order to change 
this situation, the militiamen organized a task team, and by using their 
spare time to conduct some 10 repeated tests, they were able to finally 
develop an edging machine and a sharpener which reduced labor intensity 
and raised work efficiency 10 and 6 times respectively. In recent years, 
they have successively improved and researched and developed 25 special- 
ized equipment such as flangers, turn ratio instruments and rounding 
machines which have contributed to an increase in work efficiency. 


In recent years, the militia company has also persisted in doing both 
production and militia duties. It has actively followed the principles 

of carrying out military training in small groups, at the plant site and 

in a decentralized fashion, and has fulfilled the yearly task of training 
basic armed militia units for 15 to 20 days. In order to resolve problems 
in training such as a lack of equipment and teaching aids, the militia 
company has mobilized the militiamen into action and successively developed 
more than 70 types of training devices such as magnetic mines, time-delayed 
mines, locally-made antitank mines, antitank mines, series-laid mines, 

320 propelled-charge mines and remote control demolition mechanisms. 
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In order to meet the demands of a future war against aggression, they 

have carried out hard and strict training to continue to improve the 
militiamen's political and military qualities. At present the basic 

armed militia units throughout the plant have not only mastered the 

five major skills of firing, grenade throwing, bayonet fighting, setting 

off explosives and building earthwork, but have also carried out such 
training courses as individual combat tactics, antitank warfare and people's 
air defense.

UNHEALTHY TRENDS SEVERED THROUGH STUDY OF GUIDING PRINCIPLES

[Text] The party committee of the people's armed forces department of 
Heping Ward, by integrating thinking with practice to study the "guiding 
principles," has initially resolved the ideological barrier which had 
impeded the vigorous work efforts of its members. 


Among the members of the party committee, some comrades are satisfied 
with the status quo, thinking that they are growing old and that they no 
longer have much prospects. Some comrades order other people to do work 
while they themselves procrastinate. They stay in the bureaucracy and 
seldom visit the grassroots units. Some other comrades like to be lei- 
surely, and they lack strong views on policies, and some have even caught 
on to such bad habits as "going by the backdoor." In view of these exist- 
ing problems, the party committee mobilized everyone to study "the guiding 
principles for inner-party political life," carried out criticisms and 
self-criticisms and discussions focusing on the topic of "how to be a good 
communist." After repeated studies, they have collectively promulgated 
five measures to strengthen the building of the party committee. First, 
members of the party committee shall view themselves as ordinary party 
members and persist in taking part in activities of party branches and 
groups and uphold a semiannual rectification campaign based on an open 
door principle. Secondly, they shall take the lead in diligently study- 
ing their own professions and score above good marks in military, politi- 
cal, and education evaluations. Thirdly, they shall uphold a system of 
hierarchical division of labor under the guidance of the collective 
leadership of the party committee. Fourthly, they shall visit grassroots 
units and reduce the number of meetings; members of the party committee 
shall work in grassroots units for 3 months every year. Fifthly, they 
shall get rid of incorrect workstyles, and perform their work according 

to policies laid down. They shall not do favors for their relatives, 
friends, and comrades-in-arms if such private matters run counter to the 
party's policies; and, for affairs that pertain to the party's policies, 
they have to make them public and solicit people's opinions once every 
half a year. 
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The party committee has persisted in carrying out reforms in the course 
of study, demanding that whatever are required of cadres, party commit- 
tee members should take the lead in participation, including military 
drills and labor work. Even though deputy department head Liang Jiafu 
[2733 1367 1381] is quite old, weak in physical stamina and lives quite 
far from his unit, he insists on coming to the unit for military drills. 
He is in charge of construction projects, and lives and eats everyday 
at the work site without fear of hardship and fatigue. Political com- 
missar Liu Zheng [0495 6927] often goes to the kitchen to help out with 
the work. Every Sunday, he works in the kitchen to prepare better 
quality meals for comrades whose families are elsewhere and those who 
are on duty. 


In order to improve leadership workstyles and carry out personal leader- 
ship, the party committee has decided through study to divide the 46 units 
directly subordinate to the ward into 21 sections with department heads, 
political commissars, and staff officers assigned to each to take charge 
of work, thus linking up a specific individual with a specific place. 
Recently, seven leading cadres have on separate occasions led office cadres 
to supervise and inspect work at the grassroots units. Irrespective of 
how far the trip is, they do as the cadres do, riding their bicycles to 
and fro between each unit to find out the conditions there and promptly 
helping them to resolve their problems. During the first quarter of 

this year, seven members of the party committee have each gone down to 

the grassroots units an average of 30 days.

XINJIANG PREFECTURE PUNISHES LAW ENFORCEMENT PERSONAGE

[Text] (Yang Yunting), vice president of the Altay Prefectural Inter- 
mediate People's Court in Xinjiang, has been dismissed from his posts 
both inside and outside the party for taking retaliatory measures 
against a comrade who upholds principles, according to a report from our 
Xinjiang-based correspondent (Wang Qiao). 


In early 1974, without leadership approval, (Yang Yunting) temporarily 
left his post on the pretext of seeing a doctor, traveled to Beijing 
with his whole family and stayed there half a year. After his return, 
accountant (Hou Biru) refused to entertain his request for reimbursing 
his traveling expenses because it would violate the relevant financial 
rules. 


At a yearend appraisal meeting held in early 1977, (Hou Biru) criticized 
(Yang Yunting) for his illegally requesting reimbursement of travel 
expenses. (Yang Yunting) arbitrarily required (Hou Biru) to make a self- 
examination of his mistake--"insubordination to leadership." Later, 
(Yang Yunting) falsely charged (Hou Biru) with acting as a "troublemaker" 
and ordered him suspended from office for self-examination and to give a 
detailed explanation at a criticism-exposure-investigation meeting. He 
subsequently removed (Hou Biru) from his public office, thus constituting 
a frame-up. 


After (Yang Yunting's) retaliatory action against (Hou Biru) was exposed, 
the leading comrades of the prefectural party committee made patient 
efforts to educate (Yang Yunting). However, he showed no repentance at all. 


To enforce party discipline and state law, the Altay Prefectural CCP

BEIJING SEMINAR EVALUATES YIHETUAN MOVEMENT OF 1900

["Baijia Zhengming" [Let a Hundred Schoole of Thought Contend) Column: 
"How Should the Yihetuan Movement Be Evaluated?"; worde within slantlines

[Text] There are differing views among historians 
on issues concerning the evaluation of the Yihetuan 
Movement [known in the West as the Boxer Uprising). 
During the recent inaugural meeting of the Chinese 
History Society, the Beijing Municipal History 
Society and this paper's theoretical study and 
propaganda department jointly invited some comrades 
who specialize in the modern history of China to 
attend a seminar on evaluating the Yihetuan Movement. 
The following is a summary of speeches delivered at 
the seminar. (The names of the speakers are listed 
in the order in which they delivered their speeches.) 


/Zhang Kaiyuan/ (associate professor Huazhong Teachers' College and director- 
general of the Society for Study of the History of the 1911 Revolution): 

Our previous books, academic courses and plays made the mistake of pretti- 
fying and extolling the Yihetuan [Society of Righteousness and Harmony]. 

I think that we should adopt a one-divides-into-two attitude toward the 
Yihetuan. I would like to talk about three issues: 


First, was the Yihetuan Movement a revolutionary upsurge? In my humble 
opinion, like the Taiping heavenly kingdom [185i-i».’!. the Yihetuan Movement 
itself was not a revolution, because the old-style peasyis did not repre- 
sent an advanced mode of production and could not bring about a fundamental 
reform of society. However, the Yihetuan Movement was one of the anti- 
imperialist struggles waged by the oppressed nations during the epoch of 
imperialism. Although such struggles had different levels of development 

and different class ranks and showed different levels of political conscious- 
ness, the Yihetuan Movement was on the whole a component part of the world- 
wide anti-imperialist struggle and belonged to a preparatory stage of the 
bourgeois revolution. Judging from the course of the development of the 
Chinese people's struggle against imperialism and feudalism, the Yihetuan 
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Movement was, after all, only an upsurge of the tide of rebellion. There- 
fore, if we interpret the word revolution in a broad sense, it should be 
all right for us to call this movement a revolutionary upsurge (or an 
upsurge of the national liberation movement). 


Second, some current articles have paid much attention to discussing the 
backwardnese and feudal character of the Yihetuan Movement. We may discuss 
such issues in order to break through forbidden zones. However, I think 
that in studying the history of the Yihetuan Movement and evaluating the 
movement under the guidance of Marxiem, there are many other issues worth 
studying and discussing. Lin Biao and the "gang of four" promoted idealiam 
and described the Yihetuan Movement as more revolutionary than the pro- 
letarian revolution, This way of doing things was certainly wrong. However, 
only paying attention to discussing the backwardness and ignorance of the 
Yihetuan Movement which was carried out without the leadership of the pro- 
letariat is not in accord with the expositive discussions on the struggles 
waged by the people in backward regions as contained in Engels' article 
"Persia and China” and Lenin's article "Guerrilla War." Just as we should 
not be overcritical of the bourgeois revolutionaries in the revolution of 
1911, we should also not be overcritical of the Yihetuan which launched 
such a large-scale and old-type peasant war upon imperialism. We must not 
deviate from the specific historical conditions of the time to discuss the 
backward form of struggle adopted by the Yihetuan., Of course, we should 
deeply criticize those feudal diehards who deliberately used such backward- 
ness of indiscriminate antiforeignism and guided it onto the party of 
opposing modern science, technology and civilization. 


Third, we should take full account of the profound and lasting significance 
and influence of the Yihetuan Movement. Since the Yihetuan Movement was 
distorted and used by the feudal ruling class, it inevitably failed. 

However, even imperialists had to admit the effects produced by the move- 
ment. The movement stemmed the aggressive raging tide of imperialism, 
hastened the collapse of the Qing Dynasty and promoted the awakening and 
expansion of China's revolutionary democratic parties. As Comrade Zhou Enlai 
said during his lifetime, the Yihetuan Movement was one of the cornerstones 
of the following 50 years' democratic revolution in China. 


To promote the four modernizations, it is necessary for us to scientifically 
analyze some historical backward and feudal things. This kind of analysis 
will help us in summing up historical experiences and lessons. In the past, 
anyone who mentioned the backwardness of the peasants was immediately 
criticized as slandering the peasants and taking an erroneous stand. This 
was wrong. We should correctly analyze and sum up experiences gained in 

the Yihetuan Movement which was a major incident in modern history. In 
summing up such experiences we must not overlook basic things. We should 
not describe the movement as something devoid of any merit nor should we 
extol any preposterous thing concerning the movement. We must see that the 
movement was a phase of the long-term rebellious struggle waged by the 
Chinese people. We must objectively analyze it and assess it from a his- 
torical point of view.

/Ding Mingnan/ (research fellow of the Inetitute of Modern History of the 
Chinese Academy of Social Sciences): The Yihetuan Movement happened 

40 yeare ago. Thie patriotic anti-imperialist mase movement carried out 
primarily by the peasante was a major incident in modern history. 


The past 80 years' evaluation of the Yihetuan Movement can be divided into 
three stages. The first stage began at the time when the movement was 
carried out and ended shortly before liberation. During the first stage, 
with the exception of a very few, almost all critics cursed the movement 
as Boxer banditry and Boxer treachery. Bourgeois historian Jiang Tingtu 
said: The Yihetuan Movement was the general mobilization of diehard 
elements. This was a representative view. On the whole, the Yihetuan 
Movement was cursed unceasingly for half a century. 


The second stage began after liberation. Critics of this stage affirmed 
the righteousness of the anti-imperialist nature of the Yihetuan Movement 
and held that the movement dealt heavy blows at imperialism and promoted 
the development of China's revolutionary situation. Later, critics of this 
stage extolled the movement as far as possible, described the revolutionary 
character of the Yihetuan as more steadfast than that of the proletariat 
and even described the movement as a peasant movement capable of applying 
tactical ideas. Examples of such description can be found in Qi Benyu's 
articles written during the Great Cultural Revolution. 


The third stage began recently. According to a recent version of the 
Yihetuan Movement, the Yihetuan "rose in rebellion on imperial orders." 
Since it "rose in rebellion on imperial orders," what kind of revolutionary 
character did it have and was it still capable of playing a major role? 
This version seems to be a return to the view of the first stage. Of 
course, we should see that the Yihetuan did have many backward and feudal 
things. However, we must concretely analyze the Yihetuan's slogans and 
actions. For example, the slogan "support the Manchus, annihilate the 
foreigners" reflected the acuteness of the contradiction between imperialism 
and the Chinese nation. At that time, people in Zhejiang shouted the slogan 
"defend the country and annihilate the missionaries" and people in Hubei 
shouted the slogan "protect the Manchus and annihilate the foreigners." 
Supporting and protecting the Manchus, in a sense, meant defending China. 
This also showed the acuteness of national contradictions. At that time, 
the peasants were unable to distinguish between the nation and the 

imperial court. In the eyes of the peasants, the Qing imperial government 
was China. We should not regard such slogans as completely wrong. 





Some people stressed that the Yihetuan opposed the new mode of production 

and that it destroyed railroads and pulled down electric wire poles. Such 
actions should also be concretely analyzed. Members of the Yihetuan destroy- 
ed the Luguoqiao-Baaoding Railway because the troops of Nie Shicheng would 
travel along this railway to suppress the Yihetuan. Destroying railroads 

was a form of struggle. During the war of resistance against Japan and 

the war of liberation, we too sometimes destroyed railroads. They destroyed 
the Beijing-Tianjin Railway in an attempt to prevent the imperialist troops 
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from attacking them. As a peasant movement, the Yihetuan did have backward 
and feudal things. We should be able to see such things. However, some 
issues should be concretely analyzed and there ia no need to energetically 
play up the Yihetuan's backwardness, 


Did the Yihetuan "rise in rebellion on imperial orders?" Evidently, this 
was not so, After the members of the Yihetuan had burnt down churches 

and beaten up followers of such churches in Shandong, the Qing imperial 
government sent troops to suppress them, When they were being suppressed 
by the Qing government, they resisted and opposed the government. When 

the Qing government did not suppress them, they did not make things diffi- 
cult for the government. Although some people of the central government 

of the Qing imperial court sympathized with the Yihetuan, the central 
government was by and large a government which suppressed the Yihetuan. 
When the Yihetuan forces were closing in on the gate of Beijing, the Qing 
imperial government, which was in danger and also thought that the Yihetuan 
could be made use of, allowed members of the Yihetuan to enter Beijing 
city. The Qing government really wanted to suppress the Yihetuan. After 
failing to suppress the Yihetuan, the Qing government made use of it. This 
was the Qing government's tactic which was aimed at protecting itself. It 
is wrong to say that the Yihetuan "rose in rebellion on imperial orders." 
In fact, the Yihetuan failed after being jointly suppressed by the Qing 
government and imperialist forces. 


What kind of role was played by the Yihetuan? To understand this, we may 
look upon the comments made by foreigners. Waldersee, a German commander 
of the allied forces of the eight powers (Britain, the United States, 
Germany, France, Russia, Japan, Italy and Austria-Hungary] once said: The 
territory of China cannot be carved up. Carving up the territory of 

China is a stupid move. Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany once instructed the 
German troops to occupy China and carve up Shandong. However, Waldersee 
objected to such instructions. Waldersee noted: If Germany tries to carve 
up the territory of China and occupy Shandong, the Chinese people will 
definitely rally together to resist Germany. If that happens, Germany will 
have to send troops to suppress them. Sending such troops means spending a 
lot of money which will cause a financial collapse in Germany. Hart, an 
Englishman who was then the inspector-general of customs, once said: The 
territory of China must not be carved up. China has such a vast population. 
If the Chinese people rise in revolt, we will be in a bad way. Tianbei 
[3944 6296], who had been U.S. minister to China, said in his article: The 
Chinese nation cannot be carved up. Carving up the territory of China will 
create very big troubles and cause conflicts among various countries. A 
Russian governor of the Lushun-Dalian concession also said: It is true that 
the Lushun-Dalian area is not a big area. However, it will be difficult to 
rule this area if the Chinese people rise in revolt. There is no denying 
the fact that the Yihetuan did strike heavy blows at imperialism. 





Our current study of the Yihetuan etill lacks depth. We are atill not 

clear about the origin and all the details of the Yihetuan. Many ancient 
books on the Yihetuan are found to be of dubious authenticity. It ie also 
necessary for us to carry out work in distinguishing the true from the false. 


/Dai Yi/ (professor of China People's University and director of the 
Research Inatitute of the History of the Qing Dynasty): In evaluating 

the Yihetuan Movement and all other historical issues, we should adopt 

the doctrine that everything has two aspects and the law that one divides 
into two, In our study of history, we are apt to commit the error of 
thinking in absolute terms: bad things are devoid of any merit and good 
things are absolutely good. How should the Yihetuan Movement be evaluated? 
Generally speaking, I think the Yihetuan Movement was a just struggle and a 
patriotic and anti-imperialist movement. With regard to this issue, Lenin 
stated the reasons clearly in his article entitled "The War in China," 
Following the Sino-Japanese War of 1894, world capitalism entered a stage 
of imperialiem and China was faced with the crisis of being carved up by 
imperialists. The imperialists dared not carve up the territory of China 
after considering the two aspects of the issue: 1) China, a large country 
with a vast population, had powerful resistant forces; 2) there were 
numerous contradictions among various imperialists. To carve up the terri- 
tory of China, they would fight against each other. The imperialists recog- 
nized the strength of the Chinese people after seeing the Taiping heavenly 
kingdom uprising, the struggles against the missionaries and primarily 

the Yihetuan Movement. The Chinese people would wage a life-and-death 
struggle against them if they carved up the territory of China. The great 
achievements scored by the Yihetuan cannot be obliterated. The Yihetuan 
Movement was one of the cornerstones of the democratic revolution. However, 
this does not mean that there were no shortcomings in the Yihetuan Movement. 
Adopting the doctrine that everything has two aspects means that it is 
imperative to see not only the movement's principal aspects, the righteous- 
ness of its struggle and its historical achievements but also the serious 
weak points of the movement. Its serious weak points were: 1) having a 
poor sense of organization, aversion to discipline, no unified ranks and 

no clear and definite guiding principles and tactics; 2) promoting indis- 
criminate antiforeignism. The Yihetuan indiscriminately excluded and 
rejected all foreigners and foreign things; 3) being ignorant and backward, 
having a blind faith in religion and opposing new things. These weak points 
are understandable if we look at them from a historical point of view. 
However, they were the Yihetuan's fatal weaknesses and caused the quick 
failure of the movement. 


The Yihetuan Movement was much more complicated than previous peasant wars. 
This is because the previous peasant wars directed their spearheads against 
the feudal ruling classes while the Yihetuan directed its spearhead of 
struggle against imperialism. This was the first struggle against imperialism 
in the history of China, thus complicating the Yihetuan Movement. Here, 

we are faced with the issue of attitude toward feudalism. Since the move- 
ment was not primarily aimed at opposing feudalism, many landlords and gentry 
temporarily shared with the peasants the anti-imperialist target, sympathized 
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with and supported the Yihetuan to a certain extent and even joined the 
Yihetuan in an attempt to direct the development of the movement in 
accordance with their own intentions, The masses of the Yihetuan could 
hardly discern and resist the influence of the landlord class. Therefore, 
the Yihetuan was much more complicated than the Taiping heavenly kingdom. 
It is worthwhile for ue to continue the study of this issue. 


During the Great Cultural Revolution, some people just ignored the Yihetuan's 
backward and negative aspects and their approach tended to be one-sided, 

Lin Biao and the "gang of four" used the people's ideological one-sidedness, 
wantonly distorted the Yihetuan Movement and stirred up troubles among the 
masses in an attempt to achieve the reactionary goal of serving factional 
interests. They described the Yihetuan as progressive and called on the 
proletariat to inherit and imitate those erroneous and backward activities 
carried out by the Yihetuan. They likened the Red Guards to the Hongdengzhao 
[Red Lanterns] and compared setting fire to the office of the British charge 
d'affaires to the attack on the legation quarter. [hey kept up their wrong- 
doings, which caused heavy losses. We should draw a lesson from this inci- 
dent. Of course, we should affirm the righteousness of the Yihetuan Move- 
ment. However, this does not mean that we absolutely affirm everything 
concerning the movement. We must not regard its weak points as strong 
points. It was utterly absurd for them to agitate for indiscriminately 
applying the Yihetuan forms of organization and struggle during the period 
of socialist revolution and construction. Only those careerists who want to 
create a chaotic situation in the country would have acted so recklessly. 

We should apply Marxism and the law that one divides into two to analyze 

the Yihetuan Movement, clear up the ideological confusion created by 

Lin Biao and the "gang of four" and restore historical truth. To do so 
means meeting the need of turning chaos into order and adopting a scientific 
truth-seeking attitude. 


/Tang Zhijun/ (head of the research office of Modern History of the Institute 
of History under the Shanghai Academy of Social Sciences): Many issues 
concerning the Yihetuan Movement are worth studying. During a forum on the 
Yihetuan Movement held last year by the Shanghai History Society, various 
participants had differing views on the valuation of the Yihetuan Movement. 
However, the discussions were not carried out to the fuil. The Yihetuan 
Movement showed a serious feudal character and a tendency toward a serious 
blind antiforeignism. However, there is no denying the fact that the 
movement was an anti-imperialist one. We should not underestimate its 
achievements but should achieve a full understanding of its significnace. 


Some recently published treatises talk too much about the negative aspects 
of the Yihetuan and used some misrepresented data. Some plays portrayed 
Prince Duan Zaiyi and Minister Xu Tong as clowns. This kind of portrayal 
does not conform to historical facts. Although Xu Tong supported the 
Yihetuan and "loathed the new learning as an enemy," he was a diehard. 
During the invasion by the allied forces of the eight powers, he “hung” 
hinself and did not surrender to the imperialists. I also consent to the 
proposal that in evaluating the Yihetuan, it is imperative to apply the 
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law that one divides into two, With the exception of the book entitled 
"Kaizhi Lu" which said a few words of praise for the Yihetuan, overall, 

the bourgeoisie have always regarded the Yihetuan as backward and negated 
it. (/Ding Mingnan/ interposed: A poem written by Zhang Taiyan [noted 
scholar, 1869-1936] described the Yihetuan Movement as "pige and serpents 
running wild in the north of China.") In fact, the Yihetuan Movement 
promoted the awakening of the people and had an influence upon the bourgeois 
revolution. The south then took this opportunity to mobilize the Zili Jun 
[self-supporting army) uprising. After this, the reformist group began 
making a clean break with the revolutionary group. In 1901, a critical 
year, many bourgeois intellectuals sensed that the reformist road was a 
blind alley and that the revolutionary road was the only road available 

to them. It was then said: "In the past, the Literati regarded revolution 
as treason and heresy and tried to get rid of it as soil. At present, 

the Literati is rather interested in revolution." We must take full account 
of the effects produced by the Yihetuan Movement. If we only pay attention 
to discussing the Yihetuan's indiscriminate antiforeignism, feudal charac- 
ter and ignorance we are liable to negate the Yihetuan. 


/Li Kan/ (deputy editor-in-chief of the Zhonghua Publishing House): Some 
people say that the Yihetuan Movement is currently being evaluated in either 
a high key or a low key. It goes without saying that the rights and wrongs 
and the merits and demerits of historical incidents cannot be evaluated 
with a high key or a low key. However, since there is a so-called difference 
between "high key" and “low key," I would like to use a "medium key." It 

is not easy to really study history in a truth-seeking way. To say that the 
Yihetuan was devoid of any merit is a lopsided view just like the lopsided 
view expressed by those previous articles which described the Yihetuan as 
being without any demerits. In studying a concrete historical issue, if 

we do not proceed from historical reality and obstinately use this issue 

to serve a certain political task, we will certainly end up by having such 

a lopsided view. 


The Yihetuan was not a mischievous trick that was tried without reason, 
background and principle. It was a product of the sharpening of national 
contradictions and was forced to emerge by imperialism. With the arrival 
of imperialists and the dumping of foreign commodities, Chinese handi- 
craftsmen lost their jobs and Chinese peasants became impoverished. As a 
result, they concentrated their hatred on foreigners and missionaries. 
The Yihetuan Movement was a spontaneous anti-imperialist struggle. All 
the unemployed peasants wanted to "exterminate the foreigners." However, 
they did not understand "things foreign" to be exterminated. With such 
kind of antiforeignism, they certainly could not achieve their goal. The 
Tihetuan Movement was carried out without theory, policy, organization and 
leadership. The movement was carried out through the stirring up of the 
people's righteous indignation against imperialism and the utilization of 
the blind faith in religion. It was a very large-scale movement which 
quickly spread all over the northern part of China and got into Beijing 
and Tianjin. When the Qing imperial government found that it could not 
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get the situation under control, it changed its policy of sending armed 
forces to suppress the Yihetuan into a policy of placating and appeasing 
the Yihetuan., From 1898 to 1899, some officials of the Qing government 
did sympathize with the Yihetuan. Such sympathizers included the three 
governors of Shandong, namely, Li Bingheng, Zhang Rumei and Yu Xian, It 
is unfair to describe Yu Xian as a butcher responsible for suppressing 
the Yihetuan, 


Taking strong measures against the imperialist attempt to carve up the 
territory of China was the greatest role played by the Yihetuan. Although 
it did not oppose the feudal system, objectively speaking, it also hit 

hard at the feudal ruling class. This can be seen from the following two 
examples: 1) although the sinister and crafty Zixi [empress dowager] 
wanted to make use of the Yihetuan, there was a difference of opinion within 
the Qing government, thus creating splits and throwing the government into 
a panic. For this reason Zi Xi called four throne conferences and killed 
several ministers including Lian Yuan, Li Shan, Xu Yongyi, Yuan Chang and 
Xu Jingcheng. (/Dai Yi/ interposed: The Qing government was thrown 

off balance by the Yihetuan Movement.) 2) with the failure of the 
Yihetuan and the signing of the peace treaty of 1901 [signed between China 
and 11 foreign powers], the Qing imperial government became the foreigners’ 
imperial government and completely lost its prestige among the people, thus 
hastening its own doom. Although the Yihetuan itself was backward, it kept 
up the people's morale. The Yihetuan masses' patriotic heroic spirit of 
giving no thought to their own personal safety quickened the awakening of 
the Chinese people. 


In the past, we were not allowed to discuss the shortcomings of the Yihetuan 
Movement. Discussing them in the past would be criticized. We can now 
discuss them in a truth-seeking way. This is a correct way of doing things. 
It is impossible for any peasant movement to be devoid of shortcomings. 
Every member of the proletariat has shortcomings. Is it conceivable that 
the peasants were devoic of shortcomings? The question is now should we 
look at the peasants’ shortcomings? We must not be overcritical of the 
peasants. They did all they could have done under the then historical 
conditions. History has come to the conclusion that using the Yihetuan 
method to oppose imperialism does not work. We must not lose sight of this 
conclusion. 


China's old-style peasant wars ended during the period of the Taiping 
heavenly kingdom. At that time, two kinds of contradictions emerged in 
China, namely, the contradiction between the peasants and landlords and the 
contradiction between the masses of people and the imperialists. These 
contradictions increased the complexity of the Yihetuan Movement. From the 
end of the 19th century to the beginning of the 20th century, the bourgeoisie 
entered the political arena and it was impossible for the peasants to trans- 
form China without help. It was even impossible for the peasants to simply 
make a dynastic change. It is true that the constitutional reform and 
modernization movement of 1898 was not carried out in a thoroughgoing way. 





However, the movement of 1898 attempted to change the feudal mode of 
production and develop capitalism. In comparing the historical signifi- 
cance of the movement of 1898 with that of the Yihetuan Movement, we 

should say that the former was more progressive [than] the latter. However, 
we should also not lose sight of the following points: The Yihetuan emerged 
between the crevices caused by the constitutional reform and the revolution 
which were initiated and led by the bourgeoisie. What the Yihetuan had 
accomplished, the bourgeoisie could not accomplish. For example, the 
Yihetuan resolutely hit hard at imperialism and the bourgeoisie lacked 

the courage to do so. In aword, we must affirm the merits and achieve- 
ments of the Yihetuan and also fully discuss its shortcomings. 


There is a noteworthy issue: In 1966, 17 years after promoting our socialist 
revolution, Qi Benyu sang the Yihetuan's praises with ulterior motives and 
conducted agitation. As a result, so many Red Guards who were hookwinked 
actually went on to the streets and energetically carried out those activi- 
ties that were similar to those of the Yihetuan. Just as the Yihetuan 

had criticized and attacked the "Ermaozi"’ [Chinese working with missionaries 
or white merchants], those Red Guards criticized and attacked the so-called 
“capitalist roaders" and the "black five elements" [landlords, rightists, 
counterrevolutionaries, rich peasants and bad elements] Their activities, 
both in content and form, were quite similar to that of the Yihetuan. 

Such activities showed that promoting science and democracy in China is 
really very important. They also showed that to raise the scientific and 
cultural levels of the Chinese nation while developing socialist productive 
forces is really a very arduous task of historic significance! 


/Lin Zhengping/ (professor of Hunan Teachers’ College and deputy director- 
general of the Society for Study of the Revolution of 1911): During a 

forum on the stages of modern Chinese history, the Yihetuan Movement was 
determined as the second revolutionary upsurge in modern Chinese history. 
According to this formulation for 36 years, from the downfall of the Taiping 
heavenly kingdom in 1864 till 1900, the course of Chinese history was simply 
aimed at brewing up and mobilizing this revolutionary upsurge. However, 
judging from the Yifhetuan Movement itself, people will inevitably raise 

this question: Is it conceivable that the Chinese people spent 36 years in 
making ideological preparations and accumulating forces in order to set off 
such a spontaneous and undisciplined revolutionary upsurge which lacked 
organization and ideological guidance? In fact, changes that were brew- 
ing in Chinese society after the 1860's were aimed at launching another 

kind of movement, which was the movement to develop China in a capitalist 
way. This movement began with the "new policy on learning from foreigners." 
[alias the Westernization movement; from the 1860's to the 1890's, a section 
of the Qing government ruling group put Western technology to use to build 
factories, railways and mines] The bankruptcy of the "new policy on 
learning from foreigners" led to the rise of the constitutional reform and 
modernization of 1898 [alias the reform movement of 1898]. The failure 

of the reform movement of 1898 inspired the progressive Chinese to take the 
road of democratic revolution. Almost all the then noted revolutionaries 
including Sun Yat-sen were split off from the reform movement camp. In 
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the past, | also agreed with the formulation that the Yihetuan Movement 
was the second revolutionary upsurge. I have changed my view. Now I 
oppose this formulation. This is because I found that such a formulation 
presents an obstacle to evaluating the Westernization movement, the re- 
form movement of 1898 and other historical incidents in a truth-seeking way. 
Due to the influence of this formulation, the discussions on the Ythetuan 
Movement have not been true to the original facts and have come close to 
boasting and exaggeration. However, not recognizing the Yihetuan Movement 
as a revolutionary upsurge does not mean obliterating this anti-imperialist 
movement's important position in the history of China and its great 
historical significance in repelling the raging tide to carve up the 
territory of China. 


/Chen Qinghua/ (professor of Beijing University and vice president of the 
Beijing Municipal Society for Study of History): We must study the 
Yihe':uan Movement scientifically and in a truth-seeking way. We have not 
meticulously studied the social economic conditions that existed prior 

to the emergence of the Yihetuan Movement and particularly the rural 
situation at that time. We only have a rather abstract understanding of 
how the aggressive waves of imperialism lashed at the vast areas including 
Shandong and Hebei. Now we can only make the following sweeping generali- 
zation: When capitalism entered the stage of imperialism, it stepped up 
its aggression against colonial and semicolonial regions, thus intensifying 
national contradictions. This kind of generalization is not concrete, We 
should further study the effects on the rural areas as produced by the 
imperialist aggression. Now did the contradiction between the imperialist 
aggression and the peasants sharpen? What were the specific conditions 
caused by the acuteness of the contradiction? We must scientifically 
evaluate the Yihetuan Movement on the basis of making a thorough study. 


Due to the fact that the Yihetuan Movement was carried out without the 
leadership of a progressive class, the Yihetuan adopted the only form of 
resistance available at the time. Although its form of struggle was back- 
ward, it showed that the Chinese nation had a reservoir of great vitality 
and combat strength, thus enabling the imperialists to recognize that 

it was impossible to carve up the territory of China. We must correctly 
appraise this point. Of course, avoiding the discussion on the backward 
aspects of the movement will not do. It is also completely wrong to 
describe its backward aspects as progressive ones. 


I think that the Yihetuan Movement was a revolutionary upsurge in a sense 
that this revolutionary upsurge began at the reform movement of 1898 and 
ended in the Yihetuan Movement of 1900. 


Compared with the weak bourgeoisie, the Yihetuan was much stronger in 
opposing imperialism. Some bourgeois revolutionaries cherished illusions 
about imperialism and were even hookwinked and used by it. However, the 
Yihetuan was firm in opposing imperialism. Therefore, we must fully 
appraise the merits and achievements scored by the Yihetuan. We must 
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also see that it was impossible for the Yihetuan to adopt a more progres- 
sive form of struggle under the then circumstances. We must do well in 
summing up its historical Lessons. 


/Ruan Fangji/ (editor of LISHI YANJIU): Qi Benyu energetically extolled 

the feudal and backward aspects of the Yihetuan. His way of doing things 
was detestable but not surprising. The problem is that we have increasing- 
ly overestimated the Yihetuan Movement over the previous years. This 

shows that we have not done nearly enough to study and master the weapon 

of historical materialism. As a result, we are thrown into confusion once 
we encounter some complicated conditions. We should not regard yesterday's 
peasants as today's proletariat nor should we regard the criticism of 
certain backward features of yesterday's peasants as directing a spearhead 
against ourselves. We must affirm the righteousness of the anti-imperialist 
nature of the Yihetuan Movement and must not lose sight of its backwardness. 
We may write articles on the Yihetuan Movement from any angle so long as 

we have the correct basic theses.

[Text] On the issue of implementing the principle of “letting a hundred 
flowers blossom and a hundred schools of thought contend," literature and 
art circles are very sensitive, and their reactions are also particularly 
strong. Very often, some comrades will develop some ideological fluctua- 
tions at the mere rustle of leaves in the wind; and they will even develop 
all kinds of speculations or doubts over the "double hundred" principle. 
The causes for this situation are many-sided. They involve responsibility 
of the leadership, the influence of society and public opinion as well as 
problems in literature and art circles themselves. Moreover, these fac- 
tors are often interrelated and affect one another. There is reciprocal 
causation, and the situation is very complicated. 


The key to implementing the "double hundred" principle certainly lies in 
leadership. When the leadership is good, people will have ease of mind 
and they will develop thriving creation and active criticism. However, 
when the leadership is poor, the literature and art circles will develop 
some misunderstanding regarding the "double hundred" principle, thus 
adversely affecting the development of literary creation and comments. 


Some people have indiscriminately put all the blame on literature and art 
for the unhealthy practices in society, the unhealthy tendency of seeking 
vulgarity and bad taste in social and cultural life and even the delin- 
quency problem of some young people. Moreover, these people have gradually 
molded a sort of public opinion. This kind of one-sided and unjust public 
opinion obviously also constitutes a kind of mental pressure on some 
comrades in literature and art circles. 


Now let us look at the literature and art circles themselves. Before the 
Cultural Revolution, there were many ups and downs and frequent setbacks 
in the implementation of the "double hundred" principle, and many comrades 
were wrongly hurt. During the 10 years of great calamity, the “double 
hundred" principle was once again shackled and destroyed by the "gang of 
four." With this unexpected calamity, the literature and art circles 
were the first to be affected and suffered all kinds of unrighted wrongs. 
After the elimination of the “four pests," people emancipated their minds 
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and broke into the forbidden territory and the "double hundred" principle 
was genuinely implemented, bringing with it a apring in literature and 
art. However, after suddenly getting warmer, the weather has turned cold 
again. The pernicious influence of the ultraleftist line has not been 
completely eliminated and the ghost of the "minutes" still linger on, 

In addition, in the course of emancipating their minds, some comrades 
might not be able to draw a clear demarcation line between proletarian 
thinking and bourgeois and petty-bourgeois mentality, thus bringing about 
interference from the “left" or the right. All these causes and effects 
and internal and external injuries constitute important causes for the 
weak nerves of some comrades and also for their unique sensitivity over 
the issue of "free expression" and "retraction." All these things are 

in fact known to all. 


What is worth exploring is in fact some ideological trends which have 
appeared in literature and art circles in the past few months of this year. 
At a recent national conference on the editorial work of literary periodi- 
cals, comrades from all over the country made the following reports: since 
the beginning of this spring, some comrades in the literature and art 
circles have experienced some unrest in their thinking. They have hesi- 
tantly looked to and fro over the "double hundred" principle and more or 
less felt that “the rising wind forbodes the coming storm." For instance, 
when some comrades read about the criticisms of some works in the news- 
papers and journals (what is meant here are normal literary criticisms 

and not the kind of rough criticisms with big sticks brandished), they 
thought that the situation was becoming discouraging, that "the big stick 
has come again" and that there was going to be “retraction.” When some 
comrades heard about emphasis on the authors’ sense of social responsi- 
bility and attention to the social effects of their works, they felt 

very uneasy and developed some sort of anticipatory fear. Some of them 
have even regarded paying attention to social effects as a synonym for 
"big stick" and developed some feeling of resistance. When some comrades 
got the wind of something from the higher levels, they began trying to 
figure out the political climate and guess where the wind blew. They 

have made themselves very nervous and are worried about whether or not 
there will be a change again in the “double hundred” principle.... Are 
these situations not worth contemplating? 


When the "double hundred" principle is included in the state constitution 
and the party Central Committee has repeatedly reiterated that there 
should not be the slightest vacillation in the implementation of the 
"double hundred" principle, just why are some comrades heavyhearted and 
always worried about "“retractions?" Perhaps this kind of mental situation 
has posed the following questions to those comrades themselves: How do 
we ourselves understand and view the “double hundred" principle? Do we 
regard it as a long-term and fundamental principle or a short-term and 
expedient measure? In the course of implementing the "double hundred" 
principle, should we make some normal literary criticism of some bad 
works which are already in existence? As to some unhealthy tendencies 

or sprouts which are already in existence, should we warn people against 





them, sound the alarm and put forward strict demands on and provide correct 
guidance for literature and art? Is it not true that we are doing all these 
things for the sake of promoting even better "free expression" rather than 
"retraction?" In the face of these very realistic and serious questions, 

if we do not calmly think them over, seek the cause in ourselves and find 
out the internal cause for our ideological fluctuations, then this kind of 
phenonemon of irritating and bringing vexation on oneself will probably 
continue to exist in the future, 


As literature and art should actively reflect real life and act as the 
barometer of the times and the antenna of social life, literature and art 
workers must certainly have high degree of sensitive feelings. So in this 
sense, sensitivity is very important. Without being sensitive, it will be 
difficult to become a revolutionary writer or artist who is perceptive 

of the minutest detail and has great foresight. However, only under the 
control of the Marxist world outivok is it possible for people with this 
kind of sensitivity to carry out independent thinking over the changes in 
things and their trend of development and thereby make swift and accurate 
reactions and scientific judgment in line with the actual situation. Other- 
wise, it will only be a kind of morbid neuroticism, as mentioned above. 


The field of literature and art is by no means a no man's land. It is, in 
fact, an important ideological position of the party and a literature and 
art garden in which a hundred flowers blossom. The implementation of the 
“double hundred" principle will never be peaceful and calm. The course of 
implementing the principle is one filled with ideological struggles. It 
is fanciful to hope for the absence of a single gust of wind, a single 
drop of rain and all sorts of obstacles and setbacks. This is at variance 
with both the law of development of socialist literature and art and the 
spirit of the "double hundred" principle. Therefore, all literature and 
art fighters who hold fast to this ideological position should have firm 
stand and clear aims. They must struggle at all times for upholding and 
defending the "double hundred" principle and should not have the slightest 
doubt and vaccilation about this principle. These are the true qualities 
a revolutionary should possess.

public health personnel. “he convening of thie national higher medical 
education work meeting was decided on by the ministries of public health 
and education through consultation. 


Over the past 30 vears, China has greatly developed its higher medical 
education. At present China has over 100 medical institutes of higher 
learning with total enrollments of more than 126,000 students. Over the 
past several years progress has also been made in graduate schools and 
advanced studies. At present there are over 2,700 graduate students 
enrolled. Over the past 30 years China's medical colleges and universities 
have trained for the state a total of more than 380,000 medical and public 
health personne! and a large number of epidemic prevention personnel. In 
regions where people of minority nationalities reside, higher medical 
education has developed with remarkable results. There are now 17 medical 
institutes of higher learning in those regions. Today, China's medical 
colleges and universities have nearly 30,000 teachers who have attained 

a certain professional proficiency. However, to sum up, our higher medical 
education still cannot meet current needs and is still backward compared 
with advanced world levels. The number of doctors in proportion to our 
population is still small. 


The meeting maintained that to promote China's higher medical education to 
a new level in the coming 10 years, it is necessary to proceed from China's 
actual situation and bring our own advantages into full play. We have 

laid e certain foundation and attained a certain level, and we also have 
Chinese medicine and pharmacology, which is our great treasure house. We 
have acquired rich experience in our medical education by integrating 
traditional Chinese medicine with Western medical scieme. These are 
advantages which we must continuously sum up and bring into full play. 

The meeting also pointed out: Because our country is still faced with
